€0V. HILL DECEIVING PECKHAM’S 

FRIENDS—COOPER’S FRIENDS’ FEARS 

—DR. CROSBY’S APPEAL TO MR, GRACE. 

{f one is to judge by the general impres- 
@ion that prevails among the shrewd politicians 
who are more or less vitally interested in hav- 
ing a union of the factions in this city there can 
be no escape from the conviction that Gov. Hill 
has been engagedinan attempt to deceive the 
friends of Judge Rufus W. Peckham, and that, 
while pretending that he could compel the Tam- 
many Hall men to unite on ex-Mayor Edward 
Cooper, he was really inciting the wigwam lead- 
ers to revolt at the proposition. This is what is 
said by some of the nearest friends of Judge 
Peckham, and that they have reason for their 
opinion is evident. Gov. Hill’s favorite for a 
unfon nomination is J. Edward Simmons, whom 
his friend, Aqueduct Commissioner Ridgway, 
sud a few kindred spirits had nominated for 
Mayor by some down-town business men. 
While pretending to favor Mr. Cooper he has se- 
cretly been urging Simmons, and has put the 
Tammany leaders up to the dodge of bluffing the 
County Democracy people off the track by giv- 
ing it out that Mr. Cooper would not be indorsed 
dy their organization. 

No one witha grain of political wisdom will 
honestly claim that if Gov. Hill undertook in 
real earnest to get Tammany to favor Mr. Cooper 
ae would fail. The fact that he and Col. Lamont 
and Chairman C. C. B. Walker, of the Democratic 
State Committee, all urged Mr. Cooper to accept 
2 union nomination argued, on its face, that Tam- 
many as well as the County Democracy would 


oe the ex-Mayoras acandidate. The Governor 
yy acting thus undertook the workof bringing 
those Tammany men who say they are opposed 
to Mr. Cooper into line for him as a union nom- 
inee. His influence with the Tammany men is 
supreme when he wants to exertit. He brought 
them into linefor a union when he ran for Gov- 
ernor. It was the fault of the County Democracy, 
and not because of any disinclination on the part 
of Tammany Hall, that a union was nothad. The 
triends of Judge Peckham have told the Gov- 
ernor that he must deliver Tammany Hall. If 
he answers that he cannot they will not believe 
him. If he tries with all his might he can surely 
succeed. 
Mr. Cooper himself still stoically refuses to 
say Whether or not he would accept a union nomi- 
nation. His silence on this point bas been con- 
sistent all the way through, and he has main- 
tained it up to the present time. Many of his 
friends in and out of the County Democracy or- 
ganization have urged him not to accept a nomi- 
nation. They have argued that even with a 
united party he might easily be defeated, pro- 
vided the Republicans put up a good candidate 
for Mayor. They have urged upon him the 
danger that he would run from Tammany 
treachery on election day, and from the loss to 
the County Democracy of a large part of the in- 
dependent voters who would be disheartened 
and disgusted at a union having been entered 
into with Tammany Hall. One friend of Mr. 
Cooper thus figured out the probable vote in 
case Mr. Couper were a union candidate and the 
Republicans put up some man like Thomas C. 
Acton:

By these figures Mr. Cooper would be beaten 
by anarrow plurality without taking any ac- 
count of probable treachery by Tammany Hall. 

The hesitancy of Mr. Cooper about accepting 
the union nomination for the Mayoraity bas 
aroused within the County Democracy organiza- 
tion a renewed hope that Mayor Grace would re- 
consider his determination not to again become 
a candidate for the office. Ever since he first de- 
clined to take arenomination Mr. Grace has been 
urged to change his mind. The Rev. Dr. Howard 
Crosby, whose letter on this subject was referred 
to in THE Tres recently, gives his opinion as 
tollows: 

116 EAsT NINETEENTH-STREET, Sept. 25, 1886. 

MY DEAR MR. GRACE: I trust you will yield to the 
ardent desire of your friends and be a candidate for a 
third term. I can speak as no politician can. I can 
see things from a standpoint which no office holder 
or office seeker can occupy, and with these aavan- 
tages I judge that your last term has done more for 
true reform in the city than all the terms of all the 
Mayors who have preceded you. I mean that you 
have stopped the ring business and knocked deals to 
pieces which the best of Mayors before you could 
not or would not do. The moral class of the commu- 
unity are with you, and only the low, immoral class 
anda few pig-headed politicians are against yon. 
You would be sure of the County Democracy vote 
and of the better part of the Republican vote, and 
also of an element too little thought of in political 
circles—the absolute, independents. Tammany will 
be weakened by Henry George, and you would have 
20,000 plurality. I trust that the same lofty public 
spirit you have shown in the past will lead yon, at 
whatever sacrifice, to serve the city another term, so 
that the reforms begun so auspiciously may be car- 
ried on to perfection. Yours most heartily,

Even the foregoing letter of Dr. Crosby and 
the many other influences that have been 
brought to bear upon Mr. Grace have thus far 
failed. The impression that the Mayor would 
make the very strongest kind of a candidate, 
union er no union, bas been greatly strenecthened 
of late. There are many leaders in the County 
Democracy who would like to have Mr. Grace 
nominated on a straight ticket and then once 
more measure their, strength with Tammany 
Hall. These leaders have, of course, been chary 
in expressing their convictions on _ this 
int, owing to the very pronounced efforts 
u favor of aunion on ex-Mayor Cooper which 
have been made by such menas Col. Lamont 
and Secretary Manning. Last night, however, 
several of the leaders were outspoken on the sub- 
ject andit is very likely that if Tammany does 
not take Mr. Cooper the County Democracy may 
once more try to induce Mr. Grace to be a candi- 
date. In the opinion of these men Mr. Grace 
would poll a larger vote in a fight than Mr. 
Cooper or any one else could on a union ticket. 
Mr. Grace polled over 94,000 votes in 1884. 
There was a story about town last night that un- 
less Tammany took Mr. Cooper without any 
pledges whatever Mr. Grace would run and try 
to split up the wigwam organization. 

The Tammany Hall district leaders held their 
regular daily meeting at 4 P. M., and although 
they were in session for some time they blandly 
informed those who inquired what took place 
that nothing had been done. The fact of the 
matter is that there was a discussion as to the 
nppointment of a Committee on Conference by 
the Tammany County Convention, which con- 
venes on Monday night next. The general im- 
pression seemed to be that there would be no 
necessity for the appointment of any Committee 
on Conference. Arrangements could be made for 
a union as well by not 5 Serpe such @ com- 
inittee as by doing so. If Mr. Cooper consents to 
accept a union nomination and the iron hand of 

ressure is brought down heavily enough on 

ammany’s head the Wigwam County Conven- 
tion may nominate him then and there. 

It was developed last night that the Tammany 
leaders are disposed to require a few pledges 
from any man who may be agreed upon as a 
union candidate. In the case of Mr. Cooper, it 
is argued, no such pledges would be given, as 
the ex-Mayor is determined to take the nomina- 
tion only ifleft entirely free and untrammeled. 
Nobody could get him to make any pledges 
whatever, and the Tammany leaders know this 
to be the fact. Notwithstanding this knowledge 
on their part, however, a few of them were 
last night suggesting thatit might be desirable 
to have some representatives of the organiza- 
tion meet Mr. Cooper privately in order to talk 
over the situation with him and see if any ar- 
rangement could be made that would be satis- 
factory to all parties concerned, Up to the pres- 
ent time Mr. Cooper has in no way signified his 
fesire to meet these gentlemen for the purpose 
indicated, and he probably will continue in that 
position. 

The leaders of the County Democracy organ- 
ization held no meeting last night. They are 
very well satisfied with the situation. They 
claim that if Mr. Cooper declines to accept a 
nnion nomination there is little hope for a union. 
The County Democracy, they claim, could not ac- 
cept any other man without going back on its 
platforms and pistaee to the people. Whilein 
no way disposed to insist that Mr. Cooper should 
be the union nominee, they are of opinion that 
to unite on any other man is impossible. They 
would rather try toinduce Mayor Grace to run 
and take the chances of a fight than to take u 
some man with whom Tammany would in a 
probability have an understanding. 

The backers and other admirers of Henry 
George, the workingmen’s candidate for Mayor, 
have taken a hand in the attempts being made 
to unite the factions. They have been watching 
with interest the attempts that have been made 
to bring about a union of forces on a candidate 
for the Mayoralty, and have at least 
determined to do something to prevent 
the success of the undertaking. Accord- 
ing to the story, they have given notics to 
Secretary Manning, Col. Lamont, Gov. Hill, 
Judge Rufus W. Peckham, and some other gen- 
tlemen who have been conspicuously seeking to 
make a union, that they better halt, or the 
vengeance of the workingmen would be wreaked 
upon them. It issaidthat some of the leaders 


of the labor movement are quietly preparing to 
defeat certain prospective Democratic candi- 
dates for Congress and for the Assembly 
and Board of Aldermen, unless the parties 
who are interested in the success of 
these candidates refuse to have anything 
to do with bringing about a union of the factions. 
Mr. George and his friends are said to claim that 
the men who are arranging for a union are really 
engaged in that effort for the purpose of nullify- 
ing the labor movement by making almost cer- 
tain the defeat of Mr. George, Even in the face 
of these dire threats of the workingmen's alleged 
ay greener there was as much, 1f not more, 
talk for union last night than ever. 

Goy. Hill had so many engagements to kee 
that he resolved not to return to Albany until 
to-day or later. He dined last night with Smith 
M. Weed, Inthe morning Mayor Grace called 
on him, and later the Hon. Roswell P. Flower 
and Fire Commissioner Richard Croker called 
upon him. The Governor in answer to an in- 
guiry said that Democratic union was most de- 
sirable in this city, and that he thought a union 
would be had. 

Chairman Charles C. B. Walker took a train 
for home last night. Before he went he appoint- 
ed the following Executive Committee to have 
charge of the campaign in the State: William A. 
Poucher, Chairman; William L. Muller, Secre- 
tary; Edward Murphy, Jr., Treasurer; C. 
Cc. B. Walker, of Steuben: Edward Cooper, 
Hugh J. Grant, and Nicholas Haughton. 
of this. city; James W. Ridgway, of 
Kings; Levi J. Deland, of Monroe, and 
Daniel N. Lockwood, of Erie, Edward Hassett 
will act as clerk of the committee. Mr. Poucher 
was in charge of the committee rooms last 
night. 

The headquarters of the Republican State Com- 
mittee, at the Gilsey House, were in charge 
of Chairman Chester 8. Cole. Mr. Cole said that 
a meeting of the Executive Committee would be 
held on Monday. An address to the people of 
the State may be issued at that time. 


WHITE HOUSE EXPENSES. 


HOW MUCH THEY HAVE BEEN REDUCED 
UNDER PRESIDENT CLEVELAND. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—Some statements 
that have recently gone the rounds of the news- 
papers opposed to the Administration have 
taken for a text the fact that Col. Wilson had 
expended several thousand dollars in repairing 
and painting the White House and upon this 
text have preached a sermon against Demo- 
cratic extravagance and the insincerity of the 
professions of the President. The stories about 


the extravagance of the Summer expenditures 
on the White House really need no denial 
or explanation here, for everybody knows 
that the Commissioner of Public Build- 
ings and Grounds, an officer of the army 
detailed for the purpose, has charge of 
the White House and is responsible for its main- 
tenance in a habitable condition. When the 
President goes away the Commissioner makes 
such repairs and orders such painting to be done 
as appear to be necessary. Congress makes an 
appropriation each year for repairs, painting, 
lighting, fuel, and care of drives and walks, and 
itis expended under direction of the Commis- 
sioner. An appropriation is also made for con- 
tingent expenses, including stationery, record 
books, telegrams, books for library, miscellane- 
ous items, furniture and carpets, care of office, 
carriage, horses, and harness. Over the expendi- 
ture of this fund and in the regulation of the 
clerical force the President may exercise some 
discretion. Over the repair fund he has no 1n0re 
control than he has in the disbursement of ex- 
penditures upon the Post Office Building in 
New-York. When he came into office the Presi- 
dent made some reduction in the expenses of 
the Executive Mansion by dismissing part of 
the torce. The most effective way of showing 
whether he has been careful about the disburse- 
ment of the contingent fund is to produce a com- 
parative statement abridged from the accounts 
of the White House for 10 years, now on tile in 
the Treasury Department. The yearly account 
is for the fiscal year ending June 30 in each in- 
stance:

OLD SOLDIERS 


POLITICIANS TRYING TO MAKE CAPITAL 
OUT OF THEIR FRIENDS. 

Evmira, N. Y., Oct. 8.—Thirty thousand 
persons were present at the sham battle that oc- 
curred on the State Fair Grounds this afternoon. 
It was the closing day of the fair of the Chemung 
County Agricultural Society, and proved to be 
the greatest success in the history of county or 
State fairs held here. It was announced that 
Goy. Hill and Lieut.-Gov. Jones, of Binghamton, 
would be present, but the Governor was not to 
be seen on the grounds or in the city. 

Friends of Gov. Hill say that the great crowd 
gathered on account of the report that the 
Governor would be present, and showed that he 
was a bigger drawing cagd at a county fair than 
President Cleveland was at the State fair held 
here two years ago. This view, however, is not 
shared by the old soldiers and their friends, who 
attended by thousands for the purpose of help- 
ing along the soldiers’ aid fund and to assist the 
managers of the fair, and who are indignant that 
the efforts of the old soldiers and their friends to 
aid in a good cause should be turned to political 
account by scheming political friends of Gov. 
Hill. 

Several accidents occurred during the sham 
battle. When the men came to close quarters 
they seemingly could not control themselves, 
end Frederick Nichols, a member of the 
Twenty-sixth Separate Company, had several 
teeth knocked out and his face filled with 
powder. Richard Personius, a member of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, lad his face blown 
full of powder and was badly injured. William 
Rice, also of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
was also injured by powder.

PROHIBITION MASS MEETING. 

MANASQUAN, N. J., Oct. 8.—A great Pro- 
hibition mass meeting was held here this after- 
noon inthe vacant lot on Broad-street, where 
long rows of seats had been temporarily erected 
by the Fisk Campaign Club. A large stand for 
the speakers also stood in great prominence, 


shaded by tall trees. People from the adjoining 
towns flocked in and most of them indorsed cold 
water as a beverage. Mr. H. H. Wainwright, a 
prominent lawyer of the town, acted as Chair- 
man of the Reception Committee and introduced 
the speakers. Gen. Clinton B. Fisk, the Prohibi- 
tion candidate for Governor, first addressed the 
meeting. His speech was comparatively short, 
but decidedly eloquent, and it was heartily ap- 
plauded. Other addresses were delivered by J. 
Emory Barber, the candidate for Assembly; 
Cortlandt 8. Parker, the candidate for Congress 
inthe Third District; the Rev. J. B. Graw, of 
Camden, editor of the Temperance Gazette, and 
the Rev. B. C. Lippincott, of Long Branch. 
Other prominent Prohibitionists mingled with 
the crowd and silently contemplated the pro- 
ceedings.

POWDERLY ON THE FLOOR 


A THIOK COAT OF WHITEWASH 
FOR THE HOME OLUB. 
KNIGHTS OF LABOR SURPRISED AT THE 
REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE WHICH 

INVESTIGATED THE CHARGES. 


RICHMOND, Va., Oct. 8.—The two factions 
in the General Assembly of the Knights of Labor 
indulged in a bitter contest on the floor of the 
convention to-day, and the debate became so 
acrimonious that Mr. Powderly felt compelled to 
desert the chair to champion the imperiled 
Home Club. After consuming over four days in 
the work the Committee on Credentials finished its 
task this morning. Seven hundred and ten dele- 
gates were given seats, while a number were re- 
fused this privilege. The latter have gone home 
threatening to return the favor at the first oppor- 
tunity. 

The Knights are not a happy family. There 
are, in addition to the Home Club andits oppo- 
nents, a nnmber of small factions in the conven- 
tion, and they manage with considerable dexter- 
ity to pull in different directions. The delegates 
who have been refused admission to the conven- 
tion have their friends in it, and the friends, with 
a spirit not altogether commendable, lose no op- 
portunity to throw a brick in the path of other 
factions. As a natural result the convention 
would at no time be mistaken for a Sun- 
day School, while occasionally the din caused 
by the combined efforts-of 50 or more delegates 
to talk at once reminds the old veterans of a 
visit they paid to Richmond twenty-odd years 
ago. Hereafter the delegates will be known in 
the convention by numbers. Each delegate was 
presented to-day with a blue silk badge contain- 


ing a number. Powderly’s number is 555. A 
list of the numbers and their respective wearers 
is kept in alittle book by the Secretary. Badge 
No. $00 belongs to the infant Rodgers, whose 
father and mother are Knights of Labor and 
come from Chicago. 

The badges oe been distributed, and Pow- 
derly having read his annual address, the con- 
vention listened with the closest attention to the 
report of the committee, which had been ap- 
pointed at Cleveland to investigate the charges 
against the Home Club. Every Knight was in 
his seat when Bryewater, of Michigan, Chairman 
of the committee, said it was ready to present its 
report. The convention at once decided that it 
was ready to hear the document, and a large pro- 
portion of the Knights prepared to take copious 
notes of a report that all their constituents 
would be anxious to hear about, if not to see. 

The length of the report, as well as its nature, 
was a thorough surprise to Knights who 
had read the charges. it was well known that 
the committee had spent many weeks in takin 
testimony; that among the witnesses examine 
were John Morrison, of No. 126, New-York, who 
made the charges; Maguire, of No. 49, against 
whom some of the most serious charges were di- 
rected; Litchman, of Massachusetts, who was 
accused of boasting that he could wind Powder- 
ly around his finger, as Maguire had been 
charged with saying he would not believe Pow- 
derly under oath. The charge had also been made 
that the Home Club was formed for the purpose of 
obtaining control of the organization, of chang- 
ing its principles for the worse, and, in fact, for 
using the many to benefit a few. The report 
contained none of the evidence in the case. It 
simply gave the conclusions of the committee, 
and these were that the Home Club was not 
guilty of the charges leveled at it, and was, in 
tact, sometning of a myth. New-York Knights 
who were innocent of all knowledge of the Home 
Club’s aims, and who were not in sympathy 
with them, looked askance at each other, and 
wondered if the convention would swallow the 
dose of whitewash without a struggle. 

The convention evidently had no intention of 
doing anything of the sort, but the report was 
so unlike what was expected that egg over- 
powered it for a time. Tom O’Reilly, of the 
New-York Telegraphers’ Union, was among the 
first to recover himself. He askedif the com- 
mittee had no testimony to offer. He was in- 
formed that the evidence taken eovered over 
150 pages of foolscap, but the committee did 
not think it. prudent to occupy thé@ at- 
tention of the convention with its reading. It 
had been carefully considered. This did not 
satisfy Mr. O’Reilly. He thought, in fairness to 
the Home Club, as well as to the convention, the 
testimony should be read. Foster, of Massachu- 
setts, agreed with him. Maguire und his sup- 
porters became anxious. The men who had 
spoken had weight in the convention. Maguire 
did not care to take part in the debate, as his 
position was too ticklish. Litchman kept quiet 
for similar reasons. 

The Home Club men, generally, were quaking, 
when once more Powderly came to their rescue. 
He surrendered the chair to James A. Wright, 
of Philadelphia, another Home Club man, and be- 
came its champion on the floor. He spoke for 
nearly anhour. He had studied the subject, and he 
made the best of a bad bargain. The burden of 
his speech was that if there had been such an or- 
ganization as the Home Club it was no longer in 
existence, and it was the part of wisdom 
to let well enough alone; to let bygones be by- 
gones. He whitewashed the club as he did at 
Cleveland, and made an earnest appeal to the 
convention to adopt the report of the committee 
of investigation. He aiso exonerated the club 
from complicity in the attempt upon his life, and 
attributed the scheme to get, rid of him by 
throwing him from a ferryboat_ into the 
North River to some_ hot-headed fanat- 
ics. He explained to the convention that 
it could result in no advantage to the order 
to give more publicity to the testimony in the 
case than could be avoided, and exerted himself 
to the utmost to draw the convention to his side. 
He succeeded in doing this, although his success 
should, in a great measure, be attributed to the 
fact that the convention clearly saw it could 
hardly refuse to do his bidding and retain him 
as General Master Workinan. The Knights are 
hardly in a condition to oust him from his posi- 
tion. The report was adopted, although in a sul- 
len humor. The conservative element feels that 
it has been beaten and defrauded, but has con- 
cluded that its time has not yet come, and that 
its best policy is to wait and prepare fora dis- 
ruption that is certain to occur, 

Several other matters of less importance were 
disposed of during the day, and the convention 
is now in a shape to do some work. Several com- 
mittees were he iageman among them a Law 
Committee of nine members, a Committee on 
Appeals and Grievances of eleven members, a 
committee§ off nine on the State of the Order, 
a Distribution Committee, and a committee 
which has been instructed to report a plan 
for the more general education of Ameri- 
can youth in matters that will afford 
them a livelihood. The duty of the Distribution 
Committee will be to parcel out the work. Com- 
mittees were also appointed to suggest a method 
of procuring the right of suffrage for citizens of 
Rhode Island, who are debarred from voting by 
a lack of property, and for giving the same priv- 
ilege to residents of the District of Columbia. 
Resolutions suggesting an attempt of this sort 
were adopted at the Cleveland Convention. 

Regarding the reported revision of the consti- 
tution of the Knights under the supervision of 
Archbishop Fabre, of Montreal, Mr. Powderly 
said to-night he knew nothing. He had heard 
nothing about such a revision until he read of it 
in the New-York papers in a Montreal dispatch. 
He also stated that he had called upon Bishop 
Keene here simply to pay his respects, and was 
in the habit of making such calls wherever he 
went and had the opportunity. 

The Secretary and Treasurer will make his an- 
nualreport to the convention to-morrow. An 
effort will be made to keep it out of print. 
Powderly gave no information regarding the 
Home Club Committee’s report. He claimed that 
he was under the same obligation not to give in- 
formation of what transpired in the convention 
as all itsdelegates were. He threatened to write 
a letter to-night, giving his views of social 
equality as it is practiced here. The letter, he 
said, would be ready for publication to-morrow. 

Among the delegates who were unable to get 
seats in the convention and who went home to- 
night were Kennedy, Bergheim, and Kilcullen, 
of No. 17, East St. Louis. They and Delegate 
McGorry, of No. 101, 8t. Louis, say they were 
the legally elected representatives of No. 17, and 
that the six delegates who were given seats in 
the convention were not entitled to them under 
the rules of the order. One of them claimed that 
Turner was in need of six votes from No. 17 and 
granted a special dispensation for an election 
after the regular time for holding it had expired. 

The election of officers will not be held until 
near the close of the convention. Turner is 
making a desperate fightto win. His chief op- 

»onent is Buchanan, of Denver, one of the 
rightest men in the convention. None of the 
delegates representing Local Assembly No. 
1,629, of New-York, and No. 2,587, of Glen 
Cove, Long Island, were admitted. Although 
Morrison, of No. 126, was not admitted, the four 
other delegates of the assembly, whose creden- 
tials were signed by him, were given their seats.

SENATOR PIKE DEAD. 


HE DIES SUDDENLY OF HEART DISEASE 
WHILE ON HIS FARM. 

FRANKLIN Fats, N. H., Oct. 8.—United 
States Senator Austin Franklin Pike dropped 
dead at 1:30 o’clock to-day while on his farm. 
While conversing with Roadmaster Richardson, 
of the Northern Railroad, concerning land the 
road desired to purchase, the Senator . suddenly 
threw up his head as he was pointing out some 
boundary lines and fell. His death was due to 
heart troubles. The funeral will be held on 
Tuesday. 

Senator Pike had been in better health for the 
past few weeks than for years before. He was 
born at Hebron on Oct. 19,1819. He received a 
rudimentary education in his native town under 


the tuition of the late United States Senator 
George G. Fogg. He graduated from the 
Holmes Academy, Plymouth, of which Sam- 
uel Reid Hale was Principal, and read law with 
the Hon. George W. Nesmith, of Frank- 
lin. He was admitted to the Baron July 13, 
1845. and began the practice of his profession in 
Franklin. He became prominent in local polit- 
ical circles, and was a member of the New- 
Hampshire House of Representatives in 1850, 
1851, and 1852. He was a member of the first 
National Republican Convention in 1856, and a 
State Senator in 1857 and 1858. During the 
latter year he was President of the Senate. In 
1865-6 he was Speaker of the State House of 
Representatives, 

r. Pike was elected to the Forty-third Con- 
gress, and was a candidate for re-election, but 
was defeated by the Hon. Samuel N. Bell. It 
was alleged at the time that Mr. Pike was count- 
ed out after midnight by Democratic politicians 
in Ward 5, Manchester. He was an active and 
efficient member of Congress, attending closely 
to business, and won the good-will of his constit- 
uents. Heserved on the Committee on Elections. 
Mr. Pike was always a stanch Republican. 
He served his party three years as Chairman of 
the State Central Committee. He was elected 
United States Senator on Aug. 2, 1883, to suc- 
ceed Edward H. Rollins, after 42 joint bal- 
lots. On the decisive ballot he had 181 
out of 3165 votes—Harry Bingham, the 
Democratic candidate, having 112. He was 
Chairman of the Senate Committee on Claims. 
Mr. Pike was a good public speaker, and did 
effective work canvassing and stumping the 
State. He was eminent in legal standing and 
had a lucrative practice. He was a man of ex- 
tensive reading and good judgment, formal in 
manners, but courteous and genial in public and 
private life. 

In 1846 Mr. Pike married Miss Elizabeth Far- 
ley, of Andover, Mass., who died in 1848. In 
December, 1850, he married Miss Caroline White, 
of Franklin. From this union sprang three 
children, one son, Edward A., who is now in 
Hebron, N. H.,and two daughters, Helen and 
Caroline Frances, Helen being the wife of the 
Senator’s law partner, Frank N. Parsons. 


BOSTONS NEW POSTMASTER. 


GEN. JOHN M. CORSE TO SUCCEED POST- 
MASTER TOBEY. 

Boston, Oct. 8.—The appointment of Gen. 
John M. Corse to be Postmaster at Boston is 
peculiarly acceptable to nearly all classes in 
this vicinity. His qualifications, training, and 
business experience have been tested in many 
extensive enterprises, and admirably fit him for 
the office. As Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Democratic State Central Commit- 
tee, the appointment is naturally pleasing to the 


oliticians, who had something of a jubilee when 
t was announced at to-day’s meeting of the 
State Committee. Although a worker in the 
party, Gen. Corse has maintained a con- 
sistent position outside of the ranks of 
the office seekers, and has never in 
the slightest degree presented any claim 
for oflicial recognition. The opinion is general 
that Mr. Cleveland's selection will be fully justi- 
tied py Gen. Corse’s administration, and so far 
nothing but commendation of the appointment 
has been heard. The old soldiers are especially 
happy, Gen. Corse’s war record being of the best 
and one that entitles him to a place in history as 
the defender of Allatoona in Sherman's march to 
the sea. ‘‘I have lost a cheek bone and an ear, 
but I can lick all hell yet,” was the dispatch of 
Gen. Corse on that occasion, which pleased Gen. 
Sherman so much that he gives it place in his 
history of that campaign. Of course, Gen. Corse 
himself was well pleased at this evidence 
ofthe President’s favor, while apparently not 
expecting the honor. Gen. Corse was one of the 
most determined opponents of Gen. Butler in 
the last oe cainpaigns of that hero, and it 
is thought that this had something to do with 
his selection Congressman Collins expected the 
appointment, but deemed it best to keep his own 
counsel. The only office ever held by Gen. 
Corse was that of Internal Revenue Collector of 
an Illinois district, to which he was appointed 
- President Johnson in 1867. At the expira- 
tion of his term of office he engaged in railroad 
contracting, building many hundred miles of 
road in the vicinity of Chicago. He has resided 
in Boston and Winchester since 1881, and during 
his residence in this State has been an efficient 
member of the Democratic Central Committee.

A BARK LIBELED. 

NeEw-OrLEANS, Oct. 8.—Isidoro Suttura 
yesterday libeled the bark Montreal in the 
United States District Court. Capt. Sutturais a 
resident of Campeachy, Mexico. His petition sets 
forth that on Aug. 5 the bark sailed from Colon 
bound for the quarantine station at Ship Island. 
She had on board 10 seamen and a cook, two 


mates and a master. Soon after leaving port the 
crew was stricken with yellow fever contracted 
at Colon. Four seamen and the cook died and 
their bodies were thrown into the sea, Three 
other seamen and the master were very sick. The 
master became delirious, jumped overboard and 
was drowned. ‘Che bark was left without an 
otticer capable of making observations and 
was in a helpless condition. She encounter- 
ed heavy weather and rough seas. Some 
of the sails were carried away aud 
she drifted on the shoals in the Gulf opposite 
Jaine, 27 miles from Campeachy, where she re- 
mained fast for four days. The seamen were in a 
pitiful state. They had little provisions or water 
and the boat was in danger of being lost. The 
libelant became aware of her condition and 
induced two physicians and a crew from 
go ony A to assist in getting the bark off 
the shoals and attend the fever  strick- 
en sailors. The bark was relieved and 
the libelant took possession and ran her to a 
point near Campeachy. The sick men were 
placed in the hospital, the sails repaired, and the 
vessel placed in seaworthy order. When the 
sick men were sufficiently convalesceno they 
were taken on the bark, a new crew placed on 
board, and she was navigated to this port. He 
paid expenses amounting to about $4,000. The 
bark and her outfit are worth $18,000, and the 
libelant asked that she be seized and sold to 
satisty his claim for salvage.

SHOT AT BY THIEVES. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., Oct. 8.—Great excite- 
ment was caused in Allegheny City to-day by a 
daring robbery and the chase ana capture of two 
of the thieves. The victim was Gen. J. W. 
Beazell, of Chicago, an instructor in the detec- 
tion of counterfeit money. The robbery oc- 


curred in the lobby of the Post Office. Gen. 
Beazell had a wallet containing $300, which he 
placed on a counter beside him while conversing 
with Postmaster Swan. The thief, who 
had evidently been watching his oppor- 
tunity, quickly picked up the wallet and 
was making off when Beazell seized him. A 
struggle ensued and the thief drew his revolver 
and fired at his captor, who released his hold, 
allowing him to escape. A large crowd gave 
chase, and the culprit, who had been joined by 
two accomplices, turned on his pursuers and 
began firing his revolver. The. fire was re- 
turned, and for a short time there was a perfect 
fusillade of shots. Finally two of the thieves 
were cornered, and after a desperate struggle 
were captured. The man with the wallet, how- 
ever, got away, and is still at liberty. Noone 
was shot, but several persons narrowly escaped. 
It 1s supposed that the thieves followed Beazell 
from Chicago, as it was known that he had con- 
siderable money about his person.

SHORT IN HIS ACCOUNTS 


THE EX-TREASURER OF PITTS- 
FIELD IN TROUBLE. 
TOWN OFFICERS FIND AN UNEXPLAINED 
SHORTAGE OF $51,000 IN JOSIAH 

CARTER’S ACCOUNTS. 


Boston, Oct. 8.—A special to the Globe 
from Pittsfield, Mass., says: The. business cir- 
cles of Pittsfield are paralyzed to-night over the 
news that Josiah Carter, for more than a score of 
years Town Treasurer of Pittsfield and much of 
the time its Tax Collector,resigning both positions 
in 1883, is under surveillance, if not absolute 
arrest, while his books are undergoing examina- 
tion by experts to account for a shortage of 
$51,000 in his accounts with the town. Itis 
hoped on all sides that Mr. Carter will be able to 
explain this deficit, but, as the Chairman of the 
present Board of Selectmen said to-night: 
* Things certainly look very dark.” 

The story of the affair is peculiar in many 
ways. Mr. Carter resigned in 1883, after 20 
years of service to the town. Heis about 70 
years of age, and has for many years been a 
leading merchant, owning a half interest in 
a large carpet and paper store. When he re- 
signed it leaked out that Mr. Carter had given a 
town note to a woman of Lee for $3,000, 
using the money personally and never 
letting the town know of it. The 


fact became patent when the woman 
in question some time afterward visited the 
Selectmen and asked if the town wished to bor- 
row any more money, saying that she already 
held the town’s note for $3,000 and had more to 
invest in the same way if it was wanted. 

Chairman of Selectmen Thomas A. Oman was 
surprised at this information. and began an in- 
vestigation. Mr. Carter was called upon to 
explain the matter, which he did by 
giving the Town Treasurer his check for 
the amount, the Selectmen having given him 
his choice of settling at once or standing 
the publicity of an open investigation. The 
shortage was therefore covered and the case was 
hushed, as it was generally thought by those 
acquainted with the facts that Mr. Carter’s error 
had been more in careless bookkeeping than any- 
thing else, and that his intentions in the matter 
were honorable. 

Last Winter the question of a city charter for 
Pittsfield was agitated, and much discussion en- 
sued, in the midst of which a committee was ap- 
pointed to report a tabulated statement 
of the expenses of Pittstield as a 
town for the past 10 ears, from which 
to draw an estimate of the increase or decrease 
in case the charter was obtained. ‘This commit- 
tee did many hours’ careful work, going over old 
town reports in a most thorough and painstak- 
ing manner, and their work resulted in the dis- 
covery that the reports of the Town Treas- 
urer, Mr. Carter, as. given in the printed 
town reports, which are issued for circulation at 
the annual town meetings, were incorrect and 
badly mixed. This fact was communicated to 
the present Board of Selectmen and a 
quiet investigation was opened. The 
only “books” which the committee of 
experts could examine, however, were the print- 
ed reports which had been accepted by the town 
by vote year by year, thus not necessitating 
the presence in the town’s safe of the 
books themselves. Mr. Carter had once 
or twice since his resignation in 1883 
declined to give up these books, holding them in 
his personal safe, and as it was not absolutely 
essential the matter was not pressed, 
although, as now appears, they might better 
have kept them where the could la 
their hands upon them when wanted. 
Rather than let Mr. Carter know that his past 
administration was undergoing close scrutiny 
they have not again asked him for the books, 
preferring that he should be ignorant of their 
proceedings until such time as they should make 
an imperative call upon him. 

Things culminated the other day, when the 
Board of Selectmen, deeming that their position 
demanded prompt action to save the town 
from loss, if possible, took steps to place 
attachments upon his property, to hold 
until investigation should clear matters up. 
Judge of their surprise on going to the Registry 
of Deeds to find that Mr. Carter had disposed, in 
one way or another,.of every cent’s worth of real 
estate which he owned. The books of the 
Register, H. M. Pitt, show that last August 
Carter transferred his South-street residence to 
W. M. Linnehan, his youthful clerk, for 
36,000, and on the same day Linnehan 

eeded the property to Mrs. Carter. On Aug. 4 
Carter deeded his interest in South-street and 
-other property which he owned with L. H. Gam- 
well and 8. W. Bowerman, to Bowerman for 
$16,000. It is understood that he has put every 
bit of his property out of his hands, and all with- 
in the past two months. 

The discovery of these facts led the Selectmen 
to believe that there was more trouble ahead 
than they had at tirst imagined and work on 
the books was rushed. All day to-day 
the board was closeted in the County Com- 
missioners’ room at the Court House under 
Jock and key, going through long tabulated state- 
ments of discrepancies a8 arranged by George 
Shipton, the expert employed in the case, who is 
the chief accountant at the home office of the 
Berkshire Life Insurance Company in this town. 

At 5 o’clock this afternoon Sheritf Nash was 
sent for, but the ex-Treasurer had gone fishing 
in the forenoon, and did notreturn until night. 
At 7 o’clock he appeared in court, and a 
private hearing was nad. Mr. Carter offered to 
explain things satisfactorily to-morrow, and the 
court officers and Selectmen decided not to make 
aformalarrest. Mr. Carter says that to-morrow 
he will bring his books to the court room. ‘ 

One of the Selectmen said to-night: “The 
amount is $51,000 and a few hundred dol- 
lars over. We hope it is all the result 
of bad bookkeeping, but are afraid there 
is a defalcation or oe ot 
funds. Mr. Carter has put all of his property 
out of his hands, which gives the case a bad look. 
A surprising fact is that the bonds of 
Mr. Carter as Treasurer of the town, Treasurer 
ot the fire district, and Town Collector have mys- 
teriously disappeared from the town vaults. 
These bonds were made out each year in the 
sum of over $100,000 and signed by 
old-time wealthy residents. They were filed 
with similar papers in a single envelope for each 
year. suitably indorsed. Not one of them is to be 
found, even so far back as 1858.” ; 

Mr. Carter is a quiet liver, not given to bad 
habits. He never speculated and is father of a 
large family. He is a Director in the Pittsfield 
National Bank and a Trustee of the Berkshire 
Life Insurance Company.

NO INTERFERENCE WANTED. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—An afternoon paper 
says: “A letter was received at the Navy De- 
partment to-day from Secretary Whitney in re- 
sponse to the appeals of the Knights of Labor 
and other organizations, and from individuals, 
asking his interference to secured the reinstate- 


ment of discharged employes of the Washington 
Navy Yard. He authorizes the reply to all such 
appeals that he will not himself interfere and 
will not permit other officials of the Navy De- 
partment to interfere or exercise any in- 
fluence in this matter. The responsi- 
bility for the removals, retentions, and ap- 
pointments at the navy yard must be left 
entirely to the officers of the yard who are di- 
rectly responsible for the work. The foremen 
of the bureaus which are continued must not be 
interfered within their action in this matter, 
and will be held accountable for removals and 
ee The Secretary says that he is 
pleased to learn that the displaced workmen 
who are competent will be given the preference 
in all cases in making appointments, and that a 
large proportion of them will be re-employed 
when work is actively resumed; but further 
than this he can express no desire and issue no 
directions as to who shall or shall not be em- 
ployed.”

“THE TIMES” 
TION WAS DELAYED. 

Nanamo, British Columbia, Oct. 8.—THE 
Times Alaska expedition reached here to-day, 
over two weeks late, the steamer Ancon, on 
which the expedition was to have arrived in 
September, having been wrecked in Glacier Bay 
on the night of Sept.13. The vessel ran upon 
an unknown rock, breaking a hole in her bottom 
3 or4feet wide by 20 feetinlength. The fires 
in the furnace were extinguished within half 
anhour. The rising tide floated the ship, how- 
ever, within an hour, and setting sail the Ancon 
was beached nearly two miles from the rock, 
just in time to save her from being a total loss. 
Two weeks later the Ancon’s passengers were 
taken on board the steamship Idaho, on which 
vessel THE TIMES expedition returned. The 
hole in the Ancon was temporarily repaired and 
the ship was taken to Junna, Alaska, where she 
is now undergoing repairs. 

The Yukon River mines have paid as high as

THE MILK QUARANTINED. 


HOW 


HEALTH COMMISSIONER DE 


TARDY ACTION. 

CuicaGco, Oct. 8.—After taking some 
weeks to think the matter over Health Commis- 
sioner De Wolf has come to the conclusion that 
milk from the cowsnow under quarantine to 
prevent the spread of pleuro-pneumonia should 
not be used, and to-day issued this notice. 

“On and after Tuesday, Oct. 12,no milk drawn 
from cows in distillery sheds within the limits of the 
city and quarantined by order of the State author- 
ities will be permitted to leave the sheds for public 
distribution. Any person attempting to remove the 
milk will be immediately arrested.” 

The Health Commissioner will place Deputy 
Inspectors clothed with full police authority at 
these distilleries, and they will strictly enforce 
the above order. The time was extended until 
the 12th in order to allow the numerous dealers 
ample time to secure a daily supply of milk 
from the country for their customers, so that 
their business interests will not be impaired. 
Several of the dealers whose cows are now 
confined in the quarantined sheds called 
on City Attorney Washburne to-day and 
said that if such an order was issued they 
would not and could not pay men to milk these 
cows, and the cattle would suffer in conse- 
quence. Meanwhile the quarantined cattle 
which the Live Stock Commissioners declared a 
fortnight ago must be killed still hve, and the 
Commissioners are hibernating somewhere in 
the State considering whether or not they had 
better kill the cattle, and if so what to do with 
the carcasses. 


INSTANTLY KILLED. 


THE RESULT OF AN EXPLOSION IN’ THE 
WINCHESTER ARMORY. 

NrEw-Haven, Conn., Oct. 8.—Miss Kate 
Taylor was instantly killed to-day by an explo- 
sion at the Winchester Armory. Withtwo com- 
panions she was at work sifting fulminate for 
cartridge primers. She had about two quarts of 
the primers on a plate before her, and in some 
way one of the primers exploded, probably from 
a bit of fulminate striking some hard substance. 
A terrible explosion followed, all of the primers 
going off together. Miss Taylor's skuil was 
blown off just above the eyes, the top of her head 
striking the wall of the room. Her face, arms, 


and body were terribly burned and mangled. 
The windows of the room were blown out, and 
the benches were hurled to the floor, but there 
the damage ended. 

The two girls who had been working at Miss 
Taylor’s side had a very narrow escape. Most 
of the force of the explosion must have been 
directly: upward, for they escaped with afew 
bruises and a bad nervous shock. The depart- 
ment has always been considered a safe one by 
the company, and accidents in it have been ex- 
tremely rare. 

The officers of the company say that it is im- 
possible to tell with certainty what caused the 
explosion. Miss Taylor was 25 years old. Sbe 
had been at work at the armory for several 
years, and was regarded as careful and experi- 
enced. Medical Examiner White viewed the re- 
mains and ordered the body removed to Miss 
Taylor’s home on York-street.

HANGED FOR MURDER. 


PAYING THE DEATH PENALTY TWELVE 
YEARS AFTER THE CRIME. 

CoLuMBILA4, S. C., Oct. 8.—Wright Weldon 
was hanged in Edgefield to-day for murder 
His neck was broken and he died almost with- 
out a struggle. He madea full confession be- 
fore going upon the gallows. The crime for 
which Weldon has paid the penalty of death was 
committed in Edgefield on Nov. 24, 1874, nearly 
12 years ago, when he ambushed and killed John 
W. Lagrone, a planter of that district, who had 
that day obtained a largesum of money for his 
cotton. Mr. Lagrone was riding toward his home 
at night, when he was shot from his horse, killed, 
and robbed. 

Wright Weldon and a number of other men 
were arrested. Weldon escaped, and no evidence 
could be obtained against the others. Weldon 
went to Arkansas and lived there for years, but 
last Winter he returned to this State, near the 
scene of his crime, and was captured in Aiken. 
The prisoner was convicted by the testimony of 
his own race, a number of whom swore that he 
had confessed to them that he killed Lagrone. 
Nancy Banks, colored, the sweetheart of Weldon, 
to whom he had given the money taken from 
Lagrone, was the principal witness against him. 
Weldon was to have been hanged two weeks 
ago, but was respited until to-day, so that he 
might have more time to prepare for death.

Hatirax, Nova Scotia, Oct. 8.—The 
American schooner Marion Grimes, Laudery, 
Master, has been seized at Shelburn for-violation 
of the customs law. She putinto Port Shelburn 
last evening for shelter, asa heavy gale was 
blowing outside at thetime. In the morning, 
the gale having moderated, the schooner was 
making preparation to leave when a boat from 
the cruiser Terror boarded the vessel and in- 
formed the Captain that he must report to the 
customs officers. The Captain dropped anchor 


again and the facts of the case were tele- 
graphed to the Marine Department at Ot- 
tawa, and instructions were received to hold 
the schooner under a fine of $400. Capt. Laud- 
ery feels badly over the affair, as he was under 
the belief that he was not obliged to report if not 
in port over 24 hours. His case is a hard one.as 
he entered port after the Custom House had 
closed and left again before it was opened. The 
vessel is 60 tons and is owned by Edward Mor- 
ris, of Gloucester. She carries 12 men, and has 
been on Georges Banks for 11 days without tak- 
ing any fish. Capt. Laudery deplores the exist- 
ing state of things and sighs for a return of the 
peaceable days of the treaty.

THOUSANDS OF STRIKERS 


MOST OF THE CHICAGO PORE 
PACKERS QUIT WORK. 

,A STRIKE WHICH IS LIKELY TO BR 
BOTH A LONG AND A BITTER ONE 
—THE CAUSE THEREOF. 


CuHIcaGo, Oct. 8.—Rather than submit toa 
a return to the system of 10 hours’ work with 10 
hours’ pay 12,000 employes of the various pork 
packing houses at the stock yards quit work to- 
day, and inaugurated what it is expected will 
be a long and troublesome strike. Since May 10 
the packing houses have been running only 
eight hours a day, but they paid the men for 10 
hours’ work. The pork packers say they cannot 
compete with packers in other cities as long as 
the present system continues, and for some 
months they have been threatening to 
put their men on 10 hours once more 
without increase of pay. A few days 
ago a notice to that effect was posted in 
most of the packing houses, the date for the 
return to the old system being fixed for Monday 
next. The men at once determined that they 
would not give up the eight hour system. 
This morning those employed at the 
houses of the Chicago Packing and Provision 
Company met early and talked the 
thing over. They decided to quit work, 
By common consent the men started down the 
alley to Armour’s packing houses, and for some 
time there was great confusion, yelling, 
and excitement. The men inside did not 
come out, however, and it was but 
a few moments until the leaders of 
the Knights of Labor 
the matter. Without any great trouble the men 
separated in gangs and paid visits to different 
houses. The yen at the Anglo-American did not 
stir all day, and there is a rumor that they 
will not come out until Monday, but 
there was a general stoppage of work at every 
other house, although the progress was grad- 
ual, With the exception of Hately Brothers and 
John Morrels, the workmen remained to clean 
up everything on hand, and this brought them 
out in squads of 50to 100. Hately Brothers 
were left with 4,000 head of green meats on 
their hands and Morrell & Co. with 12,000 head. 

As fast as the men completed their work and 
came trooping from the buildings they were met 
by two or three men who appeared to 8 
some order or warning among them, and in 
every instance the men scattered in all 
directions to their homes. So far, not 
@ man engaged in the beef slaughtering in- 
dustry has a and, as Armour & Co. arethe 
only great perk packers who are deeply involved 
in that trade, the action of that firm was a 
question of discussion all day. When all the 
houses are running with full force there are 
24,000 men employed. At present there are 
21,000. Of this number 6,000 are employed in 
the beef departments and the balance in 

ork packing. As nearly as can be learned the 
Beet men have not been asked to return to the 
old system, and it is thought likely that they 
will not be. Itis a question, however, whether 
the Knights of Labor wiil not order the beef men 
to go out in order to strengthen the position of 
the pork packers. Should the striking pork pack- 
ers attempt to force the beef men to quit work 
there will be friction enough to m 
lively. 

The Packers’ Association has employed 152 
Pinkerton men to guard the property of its mem- 
bers, and the officers will go inte the houses to- 
morrow. Pinkerten men are not liked m the 
neighborhoed of the Stock Yards, and their 
presence there will irritate any ill-feeling 
which may exist. Both sides have been getting 
ready to lock horns over this question of the 
eight-hour plan, and both packers and workmen 
are determined not to give in. The workmen 
aie talking about a strike of a month, and the 
packers suy it may last all Winter. In any event, 
the strike and the battle between the two sides 
will keep the Board of Trade men from getting 
rusty. 8. W. Meek, attorney for the Executive 
Board of the Knights of Labor, to-night, in behalf 
of the workingmen involved, issued the follow- 
ing statement to the press: 

“The posting of the announcement of a 
Teturn to the ten-hour system on Thurs- 
day by the packers without explanation 
caused the men employed by the 
Chicago Packing and Provision Company 
and Silberhorn & Co. to leave their work, not for 
violence and mob rule, but thoroughly organized 
for determined resistance in a fair and honor- 
able way; and they ask that the people be not 
prejudiced against them by hasty and erroneous 
reports of violence written to serve the interests 
of the packers, The workingmen have taken 
their stand only after every offer of a fair and 
honest settlement of their differences has been 
refused by their employers. Contracts —— 
ing the agreements already had between the paek- 
ers and their employes have been rejected by 
the packers, and itis simply a question of the 
packers keeping their agreements—they are on 
trial and not the workingmen. The action of the 
cutters in returning te their work and carefully 
clearing up and completing their work in hand 
by the directions of their leaders shows 
both the spirit of fairness with which they 
regard the interests of their employers and 
the absence of all desire on their 

art to cause loss or waste of the necessaries of 
ife. It shows moreover the perfect organiza- 
tion never before attained by the workingmen, 
2 portion of them returning to their work for a 
detinite time by direction of their leaders for the 
express purpose of saving their employers loss 
ot perishable property. The workingmen in- 
volved ask of the public only a fair and honest 
judgment of their actions. and to remember that 
their interests are the interests of the whole pee

MEXICO GIVES UP A MURDERER. 

LAREDO, Texas, Oct. 8.—The authorities 
of Karnes County, Texas, have just succeeded, 
under the mutual arrangements existing be- 
tween the various border States of Mex- 
ico and State of Texas, in extraditing Juan 
Santos, one of the murderers of Sheriff 
Elder of Karnes County, which occurred several 
months ago. Santos fled to Coahuila, and was 
recently arrested at Nuevo Larodo at the request 
of Capt. Schmidt, of the Texas State Rangers, and 
Sheriff David Sanchez, of Webb County. Judge 
Rodrigues, also of Webb County, the authorized 
agent of the Governor of Texas, then formally 
requested the extradition of Santos, who hada 
hearing before the Mexican Federal Court to-day 
and was surrendered to the Texas officers, wha 
inmediately crossed the line with their prisoner. 
Santos is a Mexican citizen, which adds unusual 
interest to the proceedings. This is the first ex- 
tradition of a Mexican from Mexico that ever 
occurred on this lower border.

ALBANY, Oct. 8.—Any impression that 
way have prevailed to the effect that the Hon. 
Levi P. Morton would not bea prominent candi- 
date for the United States Senatorship will be 
dispelled by the events of the next few weeks. 
Mr. Morton is more earnest this time than he has 
ever been before, and his canvass will show it by 
its broadened scope. The brass band business of 
previous canvasses will be abandoned, and 
the methods of the still hunt employed in- 
stead. For instance, the genial Dutcher, 
whose broad face has beamed cheerfully 
upon all State Republican gatherings for a 
quarter of a century, is not engaged for scouting 
purposes by the friends of the ex-Minister.

Mr. Whittaker is oredited with having as- 
sisted in erecting isin Niagara County. There 
ex-Congressman Richard Crowley has recently 
announced himself as a candidate for the Assem- 
bly.

THE OZARS ENVOY SNUBBED 
IN BULGARIA. 
RECEIVED EVERYWHERE WITH COLD- 
NESS—THE RELATIONS OF AUSTRIA 
AND GERMANY UNDISTURBED. 

Sorta, Oct. 8.—Gen. Kaulbars met with a 
cold reception at Sistova. A meeting of 1,000 
of the inhabitants declared against the inter- 
vention of Russia. Gen. Kaulbars ordered the 
officers of the Bulgarian Army stationed at 
Sistova by letter to meet him and hear a mes- 
sage from the Czar. The officers replied that he 
should address the Bulgarian Government. 

Gen. Kaulbars arrived at Rustchuk to-day. He 
was received by the Russian Consul, but there 
Was no public demonstration. 

VIENNA, Oct. 8,—Premier von Taaffe, in 
the lower house of the Austrian Parliament to- 
day, replying to interpellations, said that any 
supposition that the relations between Austria 
and Germany had been shaken were com- 
pletely groundless. “The relations rest now 
as hitherto,” added the Premier, ‘on 
the basis which the Ministry have repeatedly de- 
fined before the delegation. There is no occa- 
sion to apprehend any loosening or disturbance 
of the close and trustful relations existing on 
both sides.” [Cheers.] Representative Heils- 
berg proposed to initiate a debate on the 
Premier’s reply. The proposition was rejected. 
The only members who voted for it were mem- 
bers of the Austro-German, German, Anti-Semite, 
and Democratic Parties.

Lonpon, Oct. 9.—The Chronicle's corre- 
spondent at Paris says he has just heard from 
Vienna the details of a startling Anarchist 
plot to destroy Vienna and to assas- 
sinate Emperor Francis Joseph. The con- 
spirators, whose plans were frustrated 
by the authorities, had intended to carry out 
the plot on Oct. 4. Various timber stores were 
to be set fire to throughout the city, and during 
the confusion public buildings were to be 
blown up with dynamite. The police 
seized immense quantities of bombs and other 
explosives in different parts of the city, es- 
pecially near the imperial residence at Schén- 
brunn and beneath the bridge leading to the 
palace, which the Emperor crosses daily. It 
was also intended to make an attempt 
upon the life of the Emperor at the same 
time. A large number of foreigners 
and Austrians were arrested. The ringleader 
escaped to Germany. In consequence of the 
stringent anti-Socialist law news of the discov- 
ery of the plot did not leak out for several days.

CABLE GOSSIP FROM LONDON. 
LONDON, Oct. 8.—Lawrence’s cotton mill 
and four houses at Chorlye, Lancaster, have 
been destroyed by fire. The loss is $1,000,000, 
The British steamer Manitoban, Capt. Car- 
ruthers, which arrived at Glasgow to-day from 
Boston, reports having experienced bad weather 
and a heavy sea during the voyage. 
Mr. Henry White, Second Secretary of the

HARMONY AT THE PRIMARIES. 


CONTESTS IN ONLY TWO DISTRICTS AT 
THE REPUBLICAN ELECTIONS. 

The Republican primaries were held in 
this city yesterday afternoon and evening for 
the election of delegates to the County, Con- 
egressional, Assembly, and Aldermanic Con- 











ventions. Harmony prevailed in nearly all

THE LHEGAOY TAX LAW. 





ATTORNEY-GENERAL O'BRIEN HOLDS 


THAT IT IS CONSTITUTIONAL. 
From the Buffalo Express, Oct. 2. 

Some time ago County Treasurer Esse1 
asked State Attorney-General O’Brien for his 
opinion as to the constitutionality of the legacy 
tax law passed by the Legislature of 1885. A 
number of parties whose cases come under this 
act have refused to pay the tax on the ground of 
unconstitutionality, the question has been con- 
siderably debated, anda large amount of taxes 


was at stake. One instance is that of a legacy 
of $25,000 in the hands of D. L. Boardman, of 
Troy, Executor of Helen L. Colfax, who died 
last year. Since the decision of the Attorney- 
General Mr. Boardman has notified Mr. Esser 
that he would pay the tax on this legacy under 
protest, the amount being nearly $1,500. 

Following is the text of the Attorney-General’s 
opinion: 


ATTPORNEY- GENERAL'S OFFICE, 
ALBANY, Sept. 24, 1886. 
John Esser, En. Brie County Treasurer: 

DEAR SIR: I have examined the questions submit- 
teed by youas to the constitutionality of the law 
known as “ An act to tax gifts, legacies, and collat- 
eral inheritances in certain cases,” and being chapter 
483 of the Laws of 1885. This act was enacted for 
the purpose of raising taxes for the use of the State, 
and clearly is within the power of the Legislature, 
and no question, therefore, arises under the clause of 
the Constitution prchibiting the taking of private 
property for public use without just compensation. 
(Hersee vs. Porter, 100 N. Y., 5688.) “The power 
ot taxation is unlimited, except that it must be exer. 
cised for a public purpose.” (Spencer vs. Merchant, 
100 N. Y., 588.) It has been ested that the 
statute was in violation of section 20, Article III. of 
the Constitution, which provides that every law 
which imposes, &c., a tax shall no state the 
tax and the object to which it is to be applied. * * * 
This statute certainly states the tax, and section 1 
provides that it shall be “ for the use of the State.” 

In the Court of Appeals, in the People vs. Super- 
visors of Orange County, 17 N. Y., 236, in giving 
construction to the section, it was held that it was 
satisfied by adeclaration in the statute that the 
money was to be paid into the Treasury to the credit 
of the “general fund,” although such fund is ap- 
plicable to any object which the Legislature deems 
proper. 

Within the principle of this case I am of the 
opinion that this clause of the statute satisfies the 
requirement of the Constitution. It may also be 
said in this connection that it is a well settled prin- 
civle of law that every reasonable presumption will 
be indulged in support of the constitutionality of 
the statute,and as was said by the learned Judge 
who delivered the opinion of the court in the case 
last cited, “A legislative act is not to be declared 
void upon a mere conflict of interpretation between 
the Legislature and judicial power; before proceed- 
ing to annul by judicial sentence what has,been 
enacted by the law-making power it should 
clearly appear that the act cannot be supported by 
ref reasonable intendment or reasonable presump- 
tion.

With reference to the other question submitted by 
ou, as to the several duties my glow eg to the en- 
orcement of this law, it may be said: In the first 

instance, the Executors, Administrators, and 
Trustees of estates subject to the tax are charged

In case of the assignment by any foreign Execu-

ately, and the tax prescribed by the act on the said 
remainder is due and payable immediately to the 
Treasurer, &c.; provided that a bond: may be given 
upon the election of said person or persons, condi- 
tioned for the payment of said tax, when said person 
or persons may come into the actual enjoyment of 
such property. 

This bond is to be filed with the Surrogate, and a 
full and verified return is also required, within one 
ee as a condition of such postponement. By section 

7 of this act, whenever the Treasurer, &c., of an 
county shall have reason to believe that any tax is 
due and unpaid, &c., he shall not: the District At- 
torney of the proper county in writing, and the Dis- 
trict Attorney, if he have probable cause to believe 
the tax is due and unpaid, shall prosecute the sam 
in the Surrogate’s Court, for the enforcement an 
collection of said tax.

At this factory they 
make 10,000 pounds of the deadly explosive 
every day, and a score of magazines aro 
distributed about the country for the storage 
of the stuff, which is ready canned 
for use in the wells. These magazines are sup- 
plied by wagons from the factory, and while 
modern appliances and legal enactments have 
greatly decreased the terrible casualties that 
once characterized the transportation of nitro- 
glycerine about the country in this way, they 
are still frequent and frightful enought to keep 
the communities in which they occur in a state 
of constant and fearful anticipation of their 
repetition. The wagons in which these cans of 


nitro-glycerine are carried to the magazines, and 
in turn to the wells that are to be torpedoed, 
are made especially for the purpose. The cans 
are fitted in softly upholstered apartments in the 
wagon body to prevent sudden concussion that 
the passage over the rough roads of the region 
would otherwise make liable at any moment, 
and which might explode a can and 
annibilate all within sound of it. Under the 
cans a zinc tray is fitted so that any leakage can- 
not reach the axles. In the early days of nitro- 
a enaieety transportation this precaution was not 
aken and it was a common occurrence for the 
acid to leak from the cans, drop on the axles, and 
there become exploded, killing team and driver. 
Scores of persons were blown to atoms in that 
way before the zinc tray was introduced. 

The Lower Pennsylvania and Ohio oil districts 
are supplied with nitro-glycerine by means of 
boats run down the A, and Ohio Rivers. 
The boats are stiletto-shaped craft, 30 feet in 
length and 4 feet wide. They are loaded with 
10,000 pounds of nitroglycerine each and 
manned by two men. A collision between one 
of these boats and other craft on the river 
would be followed by horrible consequences 
and they are given a wide berth. 
The men who run the nitro-glycerine boats are 
instructed to tie up wherever night overtakes 
them, and not to run a minute after it gets dark. 
The men, as May well be imagined, are without 
fear, and manage their dangerous craft with o 
nonchalance andj independence that is a source 
of perpetual terror to the crews of ordinary 
boats, and to the citizens of towns by which the 
deadly cargoes are run. 

On one occasion the crew of a nitro-glycerine 
boat were overtaken by darkness at a lonely 
spotin the woods. The night wascold and the 
men were hungry, and they decided to keep on 
until they reached the village of Brady’s Bend, 
which was three or four miles further down 
stream. It wasa dark night, and when they 
were within a mile of the town they came sud- 
denly in sight of the dark form of a raft not more 
than 100 feet ahead ofthem. They had only time 
to shout to the men on the raft to jump, for a 
collision seemed inevitable. As they shouted to 
the raftsmen the men on board the nitro-glycer- 
ne boat jumped overboard and put as much 
distance as they could between themselves and 
the expected explosion, with little hope of es- 
caping with their lives at that. The men on the 
raft did not understand or appreciate their 
danger, as Laony | could not see that a 
torpedo boat was bearing down uponthem. The 
raft, moreover, was being pulled in to shore to 
tie up for the night. The nitro-glycerine boat 
came up gently alongside of it, straight ahead, 
and scraped along its edge as it passed on down, 
The moment it came alongside the raft the pilot 
saw whatthe craft was and that it had been 
abandoned by its crew. The _ frightful 
consequences that must inevitably ensue 
if the boat went on down the river with no one 
to guide it struck the pilot at once, and plunging 
from his raft he swam swiftly after the boat, 
caught up with it, boarded it, and ran it safely 
ashore and tied it up, The men who belonged to 
the boat, fearful that the citizens of the place 
would lynch them, did not putin an appearance 
at Brady’s Bend, and have not been seen in the 
oil regions since, 

“Attending the frightful deaths that so fre- 

uently follow the ames «| of nitro-glycerine in 
the oi! regions,” says an old oil operator of the 
Bradford field, “there is one feature the mys- 
terious nature of which is startling. It has puz- 
zied scientific observation and study, and I do 
not believe to-day that -_ satisfactory explana- 
tion can be given ofit. This singular feature is 
the almost complete annihilation of matter, es- 
pecially of the human body, which in a majority 
of cases results from a fatal explosion of this 
deadly compound. I have noticed that in 
many instances. I had a teamster in my 
employ once named Henry France. Like all 
men of his kind in the oil oe. there was 
nothing either above, below, or on the earth that 
he feared. He was in the habit of carting nitro- 
glycerine to any well where I wanted to use it, 
and he and his partner, Warren Jack, actually 
got so reckless in handling the deadly stuff 
that no other help I had would remain 
at work when they knew France and 
Jack were coming in with a load of glycerine. 
These two men were so callous to fear that 
they used to unload the stuffthe same as they 
would alot of bricks, France standing in the 
wagon and throwing a can to Jack, who stood 
some feet away, and Jack catching it and plac- 
ing it on the ground in time to catch the 
next one his companion tossed him. As 
it takes a man with a good set of nerves 
to even ride in a wagon when he knows there is 
nitro-glycerine under the seat, this manner of 
handling a compound thatthe slightest jar fre- 
quently explodes will give an idea of the sort 
of nerves these two men had. One day in 
1880 France was coming in with a lo of 
glycerine, and when he was within a quarter of 
a mile of the well we heard an explosion. No 
one ever knew how it happened, but it was one 
of the most complete cases of nitro-glycerine an- 
nihilation Lever saw. We found the usual cellar 
that a few cans of glycerine always dig in the 
ground when it goes off and the usual area of 
timber felled. Over 300 feet off in the woods, to 
the right of the road, we picked up a wagon 
tire. We found the tail of one horse and the 
hoof of another. In another part of the woods 
& man’s knee was picked up, and that was all 
we ever found, except Henry France’s greasy 
cap lying by the side of a stump and his silver 
watch hanging on the limb of a tree. 

** George Doran was blown to pieces by a nitro- 
pea explosion at Red Rock a few years ago. 

@ was a@ inan that weighed 200 pounds. All 
that the most thorough search ever recovered wf 
that 200 pounds of flesh and bone was a part of 
one of the poor man’s feet—less than one pound. 
Charles Berridge, a well known oil man, was 
blown up by nitro-glycerine one Winter in 
Allegheny County. The ground was covered 
with newly allen snow. On either 
side was a high and = abrupt hill 
only a few rods apart. Berridge was a very tall 
man, and his we ght was 180 pounds. The re- 
mains of the poor fellow were searched for care- 
fully, but less than 15 pounds of them could be 
found. The most curious part of the case, and 
one showing how completely annihilation ac- 
companies an explosion of nitro-glycerine, 
was this: The greatest force of the ex- 
plosive is always — upward. How- 
ever infinitesimal the atoms to which 
Berridge’s body might have been reduced by 
this explosion, in falling back upon that spot- 
less snow some trace of them must have been 
seen, but the snow remained as spotless as be- 
fore. Besides human bodies, the iron frames of 
wagons, and even the ponderous nitro-glycerine 
safes, have been removed from human vision by 
an explosion as effectually as if they had never 
been formed, and the mystery of their utter an- 
nihilation cannot be explained.”

THE ELEOTRIO BOAT VOLTA. 








ITS CONSTRUCTION AND ITS VOYAGE 


FROM DOVER TO CALAIS, 
From the London Times. 

The latest example of an electric boat 
prior to the Volta is afforded by a steel launch 
built by Messrs. Yarrow & Co, during the present 
year for the torpedo service in the Italian Navy. 
This boat is 36 feet long by 6 feet 4 inches beam, 
and is propelled by a screw driven by a duplex 
Reckenzaun motor. Shegmade on the measured 
mile 8.48 miles per hour, and is now in regular 
service at Spezzia. In each case the electric cur- 
rent is stored in a battery composed of the Elec- 
tric Power and Storage Company’s cells. 

The latest outcome of electrical science in the 
present direction is the Volta, which is steel 
built, measures 37 feet long by 6 feet 10 inches 


beam and is fitted with a battery of 61 cells 
made by the Electric Power and Storage Com- 
pany and a duplex Reckenzaun electric motor— 
that is, two motors carried on one driving shaft, 
By means of this moter the speed can be varied 
without affecting the accumulators, three speeds 
being obtained from it, namely, slow, medium, 
and fast. For the slow speed the motors are 
coupled in series, for the medium speed one 
motor only is used, while for the maximum 
speed the two motors are usedin paraliel—that 
is, they are both worked at high pressure. An- 
other important feature is that all these speeds 
are produced and the vessel started and stopped 
by means of one switch only, having one handie, 
thus reducing the control of the speed of the 
boat to the simplest terms. There is a separate 
switch for reversing the motion of the 
motors from ahead to astern and vice versa, 
and this is done by simply reversing the cur- 
rent through the armature without interfering 
with the field magnets and requiring only two 
brushes to effect the operation, which brushes 
are never moved. The motors, which are placed 
well aft, directly over the keel, measure to- 
gether $ feet 10 inches long by 1 foot 9 inches 
wide and 12% inches high over all. They 
weigh 730 pounds and develep a@ maximum 
of 16-horse power on the brake. The Volta is 
popes by a three-bladed screw 20 inches in 
diameter and 1ll-inch pitch, coupled direct to 
the motor shaft. The propelling machinery 
makes about 600 revolutions per minute at the 
slow speed and about 1,000 revolutions per 
minute at full speed. The storage cells weigh 
about two tons and are arranged along the keel 
of the vessel beneath a woed decking. 

The battery of the Volta was charged by a 
dynamo on shore at Dover, the electre-motive 
force at starting being 120 volts at 28 ampéres. 
She passed the pierhead at Dover at 10:41 A. M, 
and made the pierhead at Calais at 2:32 P. M.. 
therun having thus occupied 3 hours 51 minutes. 
She carried on board Gen. Brine, R. E., Mr. 
Reckenzaun, Mr, Stephens, and several scientifio 
gentlemen, making, with the crew, 10 per- 
sons in all. The Volta did not take the 
direct route, having gone somewhat off her 
course when nearing the French coast 
She was propelled at slow. speed (600 
revolutions per minute,) in order to econo- 
mize the current and insure its lasting the whole 
Tun, speed not being so much an object as to 
demonstrate the practicability of a vessel mak- 
ing such a voyage by electricity. On testing the 
battery at ais no difference whatever was 
found, the cells still showing 28 ampéres, 
as at starting. The progress of the boat 
through tho water was very smooth and 
noiseless, so much s0 that, as stated by us 
appar a@ sleeping gannet was captured by 

and as the boat was passing it, and was con- 
veyed back to Dover. On the return journey 
which was run at slow speed, Calais pierhead 
was passed at 3:14 P. M., and Dover pierhead 
made at 7:37 P. M., beng 4 hours 23 min- 
utes for the run—or a total of 8 hours 14 minutes 
employed in traveling the double journey, ex- 
clusive of the stoppage at Calais. The current

LAKES FULL OF INTERESI 
TIDES AND FLOATING ISLANDS 
IN MOUNTAIN PONDS. 
SOME QUEER THINGS ONE MAY SEE IN 

A TRIP THROUGH A SINGLE PENN- 


SYLVANIA COUNTY. 


ScRANTON, Penn., Oct. 8.—There ara 
over 200 mountain lakes in the adjoimmg 
county of Wayne more than in any county in 
the Union outside of the States of Maine and 
Minnesota, and some of these lakes have pecul- 
farities which make them objects of much 
interest to visitors. Star Pond, in Preston 
Township, at an altitude of at least 1,500 
feet above ocean level, has at irregular inter- 
vals a very perceptible tidal movement, 
the water sinking and falling in a most mysteri- 
ous manner. Attimes this sheet of water will 
present a dark and muddy appearance, and at 
others its waters will be remarkably trans- 
parent. A shellfish is found in this lake— 
which covers an area of not more than 
100 acres — which seems to be more 
closely allied to the clam than to the mus- 
sel, which is found in all these mountain 
lakes. The late Jacob Dana, of Manchester 
Township, is said to have placed in Star Pond 
Many years ago a number of clams of a lot he 


had purchased in New-York, and to that fact the 
presence of the shellfish now in the pond is 
attributed. 

Cajah Pond, one mile and a half from the coun- 
ty seat and about 200 feet above the village, is 
dotted with a number of littlc islands. These 
islands are covered with trees, some of them 20 
feet high, and adense growth of thick-foliaged 
bushes. The island bottoms are marshy, but the 
soil is stiff enough to sustain the weight of the 
fishermen who troll for pickerel from the islands 
in the Summer fishing season, and who are the 
only visitors. In the Summer these miniature 
islands are pleasing variationsin the beauty of 
the scene the lake presents to the spectator 
as he gazes upon it from the high ground that 
encircles it, and if the wind happens to he strong 
and variable, as it generally ison the lake, thé 
visitor who looks upon the little sheet for the 
first time can hardly help being startled to see 
these islands moving about from one point of the 
compass to another as the wind shifts. On one 
day these islands may be seen huddled together 
in one spot,and on another day perhaps they 
will be seen scattered widely apart. 
An island from which the fisherman 
casts his line at one end of the lake to-day will 
in all probability invite him to it from the other 
extremity to-morrow. The largest of these 
islands was years ago partial to the lower end of 
the lake, and hugged the shore there with only 
slight changes in position day in and day out. 
During a stiffand heavy wind one day this 
island tacked first to one side and then to the 
other side of the lake, moving slowly the while 
toward the upper end, until it was floated 
against the shore at that end, where it has re- 
mained ever since, moored in some mysterious 
way to the marshy margin of the mainiand. 

These fair islands of Cajah Pond, although al- 
most continually shifting their position, are not 
so susceptible to the influences of the wind as 
heer: were within the memory of persons born 
within the present generation. Their area is per- 
ceptibly increasing. Apparently the roots of the 
trees and undergrowth have thrust themselves 
down deep enough to act as anchors to these ou, 
rious natural craft. The writer has never heard 
any scientific explanation of the processes by 
which these formations are being slowly but 
surely augmented and made more solid, but by 
these processes, whatsoever they are, the entire 
surface of the lake will eventually be covered 
with this slowly collected soil, until no evidence 
will remain that a lake ever existed on the spot. 

Collins’s Pond, two miles from Cajah, is grad- 
ually becoming encroached upon inthe same 
manner, butin that pond the marsh islands are 
stationary, and the shore is also closing in upon 
the water. A public road runs by the eastern 
border of Collins’s Pond, and between that and 
the present water line is a strip of woods a hun- 
dred yards wide. The timber is of various kinds 
of deciduous and evergreen trees, which are of 
very large growth, yet as the visitor approaches 
the lake through the woods, the ground bendg 
and shakes beneath his feet. Instances of 
cattle, and even persons, breaking through the 
crust of soil and only being kept from sinking 
outof sight by the strong network of roots be- 
neath the surface have been many in the history 
of Collins’s Pond. There are large pickerel and 
perch in the pond, and as for catilsh itis the 
most famous water in the region, but it is not a 
cheerful place at which to fish. One cannot possi- 
bly get tothe water without miring half way to 
his kneesin the marshy shore, and the thought 
that at one step he may disappear entiro- 
ly beneath the surface is constantly with 
him. The rank growth of water ro 
and marsh grass make the spot a paradise for ai 
kinds of aquatic snakes—harmless, but still 
snakes. They are not afraid to swim up to your 
line and inspect it, regardless of your presence, 
and it is no uncommon thing for the fisherman 
to“ pull up” in response to a vigorous bite and 
find one of these wiggling serpents on his hook. 
Any time you choose to look at the bushes on 
the shore you will be rewarded with a sight of a 
snake on almost every bush, hanging there in 
ambush for the shiners and young sunfish that 
swim along the shore. The snakes dive and 
catch these unsuspecting and callow denizens of 
the lake with amazing skill, and grow fat and 
impudent upon them. 

Besides the snakes there are lizards of various 
kinds, pretty, some of them, but not inviting to 
the seeker after pleasure; and, worse than all, 
the pond is alive with wild leeches, or blood- 
suckers, which swarm about your boat by the 
hundred, propelling themselves about in the

THREE ISTHMUS ROUTES 


COMMANDER TAYLOR FAVORS 
THAT IN NICARAGUA. 

HE DESCRIBES THE DIFFICULTIES AT- 
TENDANT ‘ON CONNECTING THE 
OCEANS—SOME CANAL HISTORY. 

Commander Henry C. Taylor, of the 

United States Navy, lectured last evening on 
the Nicaragua Canal at a meeting of the Amert- 
can Geographical Society in Chickering Hall. 
Judge Daly, the President of the Society, and 
Mr. W. H. Webb occupied seats on the stage. 
Judge Daly in a brief address paid a high trib- 
ute to the late Capt. Bedford Pym, the British 
explorer, who had spoken highly of the Nicara- 
gua route. The Judge then introduced Com- 
mander Taylor, who began his lecture without 
further delay. 


After stating that there were three principal 
routes by which the two oceans might be joined 
—the Panama, a s8ea level canal; the Nicaragua 
Canal, with locks, and the Tehuantepec ship rail- 
way—and sketching the voyages of early ex- 
plorers who hoped to find a strait across the isth- 
mus, the speaker said: 

“ Not alone in history are these ardent enthusi- 
asts. In every age some will be found. In our 
own day we have seen two men of brilliant parts 
gazing upon the map of Central America with 
the eyes of conquerers. Theonesaying: ‘I per- 
ceive how useful to commerce would be a canal 
at Panama. Therefore nature must have in- 
tended one. Therefore nature did intend one, 
and I will dig one. And now, that being decided, 
T will inquire as to how much digging there may 
have to be done,’ what mountains to remove, what 
torrents to control. Another, also with map on 
knee, a ‘I perceive the commerce of the Mis- 
sissippi issuing into the Gulf of Mexico, opposite 
the Coatzcoalcos River and the Isthmus of-Te- 
huantepec. How natural and simple to traverse 
the Gulf, and crossing the isthmus, to proceed to 
our Pacific States. Nature clearly contemplated 
this location for a transit route. Iwill utilize it. 
And now, with that settled, let us see what ob- 
stacles to remove, what serious difficulties to 
surmount. Let us see whether, in fact, nature 
did contemplate this location as a transit route.’ 
As in that former time these gentlemen know 
what nature ought to have done, and therefore 
know she had done it. How much this false knowl- 
edge of the one has cost the people of France can 
now be approximately estimated. We have yet 
to learn at what cost the people of the United 
States will acquire the same valuable, though 
bitter, experience.” 

The speaker noted that in 1825 Nicaragua in- 
vited the co-operation of the United States in 
the construction of a canal by way of Lake 
Nicaragua and the River San Juan, but with- 
out satisfactory results. In 1849 a con- 
cession was obtained from Nicaragua by 
a canal company, and efforts were on 
foot in this city to revive it. The speaker 
painted in graphic words the rise and progress 
of the PanamaCanalscheme. The International 
Bociety of the Interoceanic Canal was formed in 
Parisin 1876. Lieut. Wyse was sent over to get 
a line for a canal within certain boundaries 
where the company knew it could easily obtain 
a concession. Lieut. Wise returned to France in 
1878 with a concession from Bogota. The next 
step was for the projectors to form a construc- 
tion company which should purchase from them 
their concession at a big profit. ‘‘To do this no 
time was lost,” said the speaker. “An inter- 
national conference was held at Paris under the 
auspices of the Paris Geographical Society in 
May, 1879, for the purpose of deciding upon the 
best route for an interoceanic canal. It is dif- 
ficult to describe with coolness the methods of 
this conference. Presided over by M. de Les- 
seps, whose reputation was most high, there can 
yet be no doubt that the ne of packing the 
congress was thoroughly employed. With 
74 French members devoted to de Les- 
seps’s interests and ideas, and but 62 of other 
nations; with a ‘technical’ committee and sub- 
committees crowded with Suez Canal engineers, 
carefully instructed beforehand by their master}; 
with a programme specially arranged to prevent 
general discussion—with these precautions it is 
not surprising that, amid the sturdy protests of 
such world-famous engineers as Sir John Hawk- 
shaw, of such special experts as Admiral Am- 
men and Engineer Menocal, the conference 
should vote with enthusiasm for a sea-level canal 
between Aspinwall and Panama. The confer- 
ence was organized with a purpose. It accom- 
plished that purpose, which h | at all 
to do with free discussion and careful decision 
upon the best route. 

«To the north and west,” the speaker con- 
tinued, * there was a more favorable disposition 
ofland and water fora water transit between 
the two oceans, The backbone of the continent 
is here less than 50 feet above the lake and about 
150 feet above the mean level of the Pacific, 
The lake is but 15 miles from the Pacific shore 
and drains into the Caribbean Sea through the 
San Juan. The lake is deep and unobstructed 
and the river, already navigable for light-draught 
steamers throughout most of its length, requires 
but little laborto deepenit. Here, with such a 
vast water supply atthe summit with the lake 
itself as a summit level, nature herself seems in- 
deed to have offered assistance in connecting the 
oceans. No great engineering difficulties in 
utilizing the lake are claimed even by opponents 
of this route. There are no startling propositions 
connected with the plan. A large dam is to be 
built in the river San Juan to back the water in 
the river up to the late, but it is a simple matter 
of known engineering methods. A lock of excep- 
tional lift is to drop the canal at the west end of 
the summit level a distance of 52 feet. The 
dimensions and strengths of the parts of this 
great construction must, therefore, be specially 
arranged to withstand great strains, but if objec- 
tion is made to its size it is quite a simple mat- 
ter to distribute this descent among two or three 
locks instead of one large one. 

“It is not to be expected that estimates can be 
very exact in a great scheme of proposed work, 
but about these plans there is nothing new or 
strange. We have here a minimum of unknown 
quantities. The estimate is about $50,000,000, 
and $75,000,000 is aay mag for capital, but if it 
cost $200,000,000, we have a tonnage in the be- 
ginning which will pay 6 per cent upon the in- 
vestment, and the tonnage will increase largely. 
There can be no doubt that, besides the ships 
now needing the canal,a great additional com- 
merce will be created by the existence of such 
transit.” 

The speaker severely criticised other plans, 
In regard to Capt. Eads’s proposed ship railway, 
he said: “The mass of engineering opinion re- 
gards the building of embankments, the man- 
agement of grades and turnings, to be, under 
this heavy load, difficult and dangerous—per- 
haps impossible, The mass of nautical opinion 
considers the lifting and carrying of heavy ships, 
loaded with railroad iron or other heavy weights, 
to be dangerous in the highest degree to the in- 
tegrity and safety of the ships’ hulls.” 

n regard to the Panama Canal he said: “Of 
the final cost of de Lesseps’s sea-level canal at 
Panama, if there could be anything final about it 
save utter failure, nothing can be known, except 
that it will be a fabulousamount. A fresh debt of 
$120,000,000 has lately been incurred. This loan 
was offered to subscribers at 45 per cent., (450f. 
for a thousand-franc bond,) but the cost of plac- 
ing this loan will, it is believed, reduce the 
amount to 39 per cent., or to about $47,000,000 
for the $120,000,000. It is believed, with good 
reason, though the debts df the company are dif- 
ficult to ascertain, that about one-third of this 
amount is already owing to contracters and 
others for work already done. So that without 
considering interest on its enormous obligations 
the company will have butasmall portion of 
this new loan to apply to work upon the canal. 
These obligations now amount to asum little 
short of $300,000,000, and, with this huge debt 
staring them in the face, I can say without ex- 
aggeration that the great difficulties and ex- 
penses of excavation are all still before them, 
and the knotty, pone impossible, problem of 
the Chagres River is still unsolved.”

HARRISBURG, Penn., Oct. 8.—From official 
papers filed to-day in the office of the Secretary 
of the Commonwealth and of the Auditor-Gen- 
eral, it appears that Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
Joseph M. Gazzam, and M. E. Olmstead, who 
recently purchased at Sheriff’s sale the property 
of the Clearfield Bituminous Coal Company, met 
yesterday at Clearfield and reorganized under 
the name of the Clearfield Bituminous Coal Cor- 
poration. William D. Kelly. of Elmira, N. Y., 
was elected President, and Gen. J. C. Langdon, 
of Elmira, Chairman of the Board, a position 
apparently similar to that sustained by Mr. Van- 
derbilt in the New-York Central Railroad Com- 
pany. 8. R. Peale, of Lock MHaven, is 
Vice-President; Louis P. Miller, of Corning, 
N. Y., Secretary, and M. H. Arnot, of Elmira 
Treasurer. The Directors are J. C, Langdon anc 
John C. Groves, of Elmira; 8S. R, Peale, of Lock 
Haven; John G. Redding, of Philadelphia; H. 
McK. Twombly, of New-York, and M. E. Olm- 
stead, of Harrisburg. The capital stock, which 
in the original company was $5,000,000, is re- 
duced to $1,650,000, of which $1,300,000 is 
ecoramon stock and $350,000 preferred stock, the 
company retaining the right to increase it here- 
after to $500,000. A comparison with the re- 
organization certificate recently filed by the 
Beech Creek Railroad Company shows that the 
officers of the two companies are entirely differ- 
ent. The property of the Cleartield Bituminous 
Coal Corporation includes nearly 40,000 acres 
of coal lands on the line of the Beech Creek Rail- 
road, including the mining villages of Peale and 
Gazzam.

BELVIDERE, N. J., Oct. 8.—The presence 
of the Democratic candidate for Governor, Con- 
gressman Green, was the occasion for quitea 
gathering of local Democratic lights this morn- 
ing in the court room where Janitor James J. 
Titus is on trial for his life. The prisoner came 
into court much improved in appearance, The 
extreme pallor so noticeable while the prosecu- 
tion were forging their chain evidence had dis- 
appeared, and in its place could be seen a faint 
coloring of red. This is due as much to improved 
health as to renewed hope. The prisoner's friends 
all unite in declaring that he will be acquitted, 
and their hope is seemingly shared by Titus, and 
yet the defense have done but little except to 
cast discredit on the post-mortem by means of 
expert testimony. 

The Sheriff was called as the first witness by 
the defense to-day, and again detailed the story 
of the now famous ropes. He remembered a 
conversation with Dr. Paul, in which the doctor 
advised that Titus be searched, as he was in 
such a condition as not to be responsible for his 
acts. This was prior to the finding of the noosed 
window cord. 

Nelson Drake, a nephew of the plumber, tes- 
tified that he went with his uncle to the seminary 
on the night of April 8, arriving there at 8:30 
o’clock. Witness saw a stranger standing on 
the steps, but did not see the student Meade for 
about 15 minutes. On his cross-examination 
this witness became much confused and remem- 


bered nothing distinctly. His testimony was in- 
troduced to show that Meade could not have been 
resent when he claims to have held the most 
amaging conversation with Titus. The defense 
see the necessity for breaking the force of 
Meade’s testimony, and during the day made 
several attacks on his statements, 

Mrs. Ralph Titus, stepmother of the prisoner’s 
wife, said that she visited his house on the Mon- 
day preceding the crime. Titus was about the 
house, but was feeling very unwell. She saw 
him also on the morning the body was discoy- 
ered, but noticea no change in his appearance. 
Mr. Harris elicited from this witness the fact 
that Titus was sometimes up during the day 
when he had been on duty the night previous. 
Mrs. Titus said that James was always extreme- 
ly reticent, seldom speaking at all, but as she 
had never spoken with him about the seminary 
girls she did not know his abilities while on that

Constable Charles Carpenter was called to the 
stand. He found some hair on the floor near 
some unplaned weatherboards. 

No proof, however, was offered by the defense 
to show that this was the same hair produced in 
court. This evidence was offered to show how 
the dust and splinters nowinthe dress might 
have got there while the body was in the hands 
of the undertaker. The afternoon session was 
taken up entirely by — medical testimony. 
Dr. J. Marshall Paul, the prisoner’s physician, 
described his extreme nervousness and weak 
condition on the day that the noosed rope was 
found. Since then he had visited the prisoner 
professionally twice each day. He was very 
tes and sometimes refused to take his 
medicine. The doctor stated that Titus was 
still very weak ——— and incapable of con- 
centrating his thoughts long on one subject. He 
did not think the prisoner responsible for acts 
committed while excited and in this condition. 
To a hypothetical question describing the condi- 
tion of a person such as that disclosed by the 
post-mortem examination, Dr. Paul said he 
thought the person could not be of unsullied 
character. 

Dr, Comegys Paul is the principal expert for 
the defense. He has practiced for 17 years, a 
great part of this time in the several Philadel- 
phia hospitals, In reply to a question embracing 
the main facts sworn to by Dr. John 8. Cook as 
being disclosed by the examination of the body 
of Tillie Smith the withess said he thought it im- 
prevents that the person was chaste, A num- 

er of charts drawn by the witness were fuily 
explained to the court and jury. The Chief-Jus- 
tice took especial interest in the answers of the 
doctor and asked a number of questions. In the 
opinion of the witness, if the facts were as stated 
to him, it was almost impossible to carry or drag 
the body any distance, and the assault ocourred, 
3 at all, at or near the place where the body was 

ound, 

Dr. Henry M, Cox, of Port Murray, a graduate 
of the Michigan University in 1868, said that he 
was present at the autopsy and saw no signs of 
violence. The bruise on the arm, he thought, 
was caused several days previous todeath. He 
recalled a conversation with Dr. Cook, in which 
tho latter thought, from professional reasons, 
that one person did not commit the crime. 

The case will proceed to-morrow, when it is 
probable that the defense will conclude, As yet 
they have proved nothing except a slight inais- 
position on the part of Titus at the time of the 
murder and to raise adoubt as to the veracity 
of Student Meade and the character of the mur- 
dered girl.

For weeks 
the wretched slop-fed animals have been 
dying of the disease. Every State and Ter- 
ritory in the West proclaimed quarantine 
against Chicago and Illinois long before 
Chicago’s “ Health” Officer decided that-citi- 
zens ought not to drink the tainted milk. 
Until yesterday the milkmen without re- 


‘straint distributed throughout the city 


the products of the quarantined dairy. 
The astounding negligence or ignorance of 


* this Health Officer, together with the curi- 


ous laxity which has marked the course 
taken by the Live Stock Commissioners, 
show that others cities should be on their 
guard. If Chicago will not protect herself 
she will not work for the protection of other 
cities that take supplies from her. We are 
glad to hear that our Health Department 
has ordered a rigid inspection of all-Chicago 


beef that comes to this market. 





The process of inspecting the granite 
blocks for the Fifth-avenue pavement, 
which has been going on for the last two 
weeks or more, is a ridiculous spectacle. 
Six men are engaged in handling them, one 
at a time, in the most leisurely manner. 
Two men raise a block upon an elevated 
plank, a third applies a measuring gauge to 
its three dimensions, and two more throw it 
down on the other side, while a sixth sits by 
with a book and makes notes. At the rate 
at which they work it would take five years 
to inspect the blocks for repaving the ave- 
nue. An intelligent mechanic with an ac- 
curate eye could pick over these stones and 
throw out those which do not conform to 
the required standard without measuring; 
but even if every stone were measured three 


- active men could easily do ten times the 


work of these six. If the contractor is 
forced to await this absurd process it is no 
wonder he refuses to set his men at work. 








Itis nota dignified business to be exam- 
ining minutely the very moderate expendi- 
tures made uponthe White House. They 
are made in accordance with an appropria- 
tion by Congress, and they are directed by 
an army officer, who has exclusive charge 
ofthem.

THE TAMMANY PLAN OF UNION. 

The Tammany City and County Conven- 
tion is to be held on Monday night, in 
advance of those of the County Democracy 
and the Republicans. All the efforts to 
bring about a union of the Democratic fac- 
tions in support of a common ticket have 
been made by the ‘‘ leaders,” with the aid of 
Gov. HILL, who has no legitimate right to 
interfere in the matter. These efforts are 
based directly on the “‘ boss” system of man- 
agement. It is assumed that the election of 
delegates in the several districts, represent- 
ing the-rank and file of the organization, 
is a mere formality signifying nothing. 
The actual nominations are to be agreed 
upon by a conclave of ‘‘ bosses” in 
the Fourteenth-street wigwam and °dic- 
tated to the convention, which will have 
nothing to do but ratify their choice. Prac- 
tically the purpose is that a dozen or so of 
the worst type of politicians in the city 
shall make up a ticket to be accepted, not 
only by the organization which they are 
running, but by the organization which for 
years has been fighting them and their 
method of dictating nominations, and that 
through the ticket so made up and the sup- 
port itis expected to get from Democratic 


* voters, these men shall virtually choose the 


next Mayor. The plan rests upon the as- 
sumption that the acceptance by the lead- 
ing men of the County Democracy of a 
ticket dictated by the Tammany “ bosses” 
will settle the nomination for both factions, 
thus making the County Democracy method 
precisely the same in character as the Tam- 
many method, with the added evil that the 
total outcome would be the result of a bar- 
gain between two setsof politicians whohave 
heretofore been fighting each other. There 
could be no more disgraceful ending than 
this of the long contest which the County 
Democracy has been making for the prin- 
ciple of popular representation in political 
management. 

But it is not the purpose of the Tammany 
leaders to. agree to any candidate accepta- 
ble to the County Democracy without very 
distinct conditions and pledges. It is 
said that they have offered to make Mr. Ep- 
WARD COoPER the candidate on condition 
that he would agree to appoint certain men 
designated by them to certain offices to fall 
vacant during the next term of the Mayor- 
alty. Itis to Mr. Cooprr’s credit that he 
refused to accept this condition, but it is not 
to his credit that he made any promises 
at all in regard to the division of appoint- 
ments, as he is said to have done. It is 
pretty certain that if Tammany agrees to a 
union ticket it will be witha distinct un- 
derstanding beforehand in regard to the 
disposition of patronage, and that alone 
ought to be fatal to its plan. No man is fit 
to be Mayor, or worthy of the support of 
honest citizens, who will enter into any 
such understanding as a condition of his 
nomination by Tammany or any other or- 
ganization. 

Failing to seoure an agreement before- 
hand for thé: acceptance of # partioular 
ticket by the County Democracy. it is said 


a 





tobe the purpose of the Tammany leaders to 
place a ticket in the field on Monday aight 
“with which the County Democracy can 
find no fault.” Tammany cannot name a 
ticket with which the County Democracy, 
if it is faithful to its professions, will not 
be compelled to find fault on account of the 
method of its nomination and the pledges 
which Tammany always exacts from 
its candidates. Among the candidates 
for Mayor who have been mentioned 
as likely to be put forward by Tam- 
many asa bid for the support of the County 
Democracy are ex-Mayor CooPpER, Controller 
Lorw, Police Commissioner VOORHIS, and 
Mr. GEORGE W. QuUINTARD. Mr. COOPER 
incurred the enmity of Tammany by re- 
fusing to reappoint JoHn KELLY as Con- 
troller, but it is willing to-overlook this if 
he consents to make the required pledges. 
But aside from the question of pledges Mr. 
CooPER could not accept a nomination 
from Tammany without compromising his 
independence and subjecting himself to an 
almost irresistible pres..are, should he be 
elected. 

We see no reason why Controller Lonw 
should be regarded as astrong candidate. 
He belongs‘to a family of politicians, and 
his conduct in connection with the original 
appointment of the Subway Commissioners 
reveals his standard of action in making 
appointments. Probably pledges would 
not be necessary from him to insure 
his subserviency to the politicians to 


whom he would owe his nomina- 
tion. Commissioner VoorHis is sim- 
ply a fair representative of the city 


politician, and nothing in the way of reform 
in municipal administration is to be ex- 
pected from him. Mr. QUINTARD is a re- 
spectable business man, but he is a member 
of the Tammany organization, and is said to 
have consented to the pledges required. He 
stands no better as a business man and a 
citizen than FRANKLIN Epson did when he 
was made a candidate for Mayor, and there 
is no more assurance in his case than in that 
of Epson that he would not be subservient 
to the Tammany power and faithless to the 
interests-of the people. 

No nomination which Tammany can 
make will give any promise of a continu 
ance of the effort to reform the City Gov- 
ernment. On the contrary, it will be a dis- 
tinct menace to the cause of purification in 
the administration of municipal affairs. It 
cannot be accepted by the County Democ- 
racy without a complete surrender of the 
principles for which it has been contend- 


ing. Its purpose is sure to be the 
restoration of the control of Tam- 
many, and its success, with the aid 


of the County Democracy, would mean the 
disintegration and destruction of the latter 
organization. That this is one of the ob- 
jects at which the Tammany leaders are 
aiming does not admit of adoubt. Sucha 
nomination would be regarded by all in- 
telligent and honest citizens as a Tammany 
nomination, and we believe it is within the 
range of possibility that one could be made 
by the Republicans and really independent 

Democrats which would result in Tam- 

many’s defeat at the polls. 





THE CIVIL SERVICE IN INDIANA. 

The Indiana Civil Service Reform Asso- 
ciation has published a document signed 
by Lucius B. Swit, of Indianapolis, which 
deserves and must necessarily receive the 
careful attention of the Administration. It 
is a report made by Mr. Swirt to the Execu- 
tive Committee of the association on the 
‘‘Federal civil service of Indiana since 
March 4, 1885.” It is dated Sept. 28, 1886, 
and brings the investigation down to near 
that date. Mr. SwirT is a leader in the re- 
form movement. He was an active and 
zealous supporter of Mr. CLEVELAND in 
1884.. His motives are above suspicion. 
None know this better than the Democratic 
leaders of the State. 

Mr. Swirt takes as the basis of his report | 
the pledges as to civil service reform made 
by the Democratic National Convention in 
1884, by Mr. CLEVELAND before and since 
his election, and by the late Vice-President, 
Mr. Henpricks. To these he adds, natural- 
ly, the letter of the civil service law of 
Jan. 16, 1883, and the Executive order of 
July 14, 1886, giving warning to officers as 
to partisan activity. He examines in detail 
the course pursued by AQUILA JONES, the 
Postmaster at Indianapolis, whose office is 
the only one in the State coming within the 
“ classified service,” and. therefore subject 
to the requirements of the civil service law. 
He also examines, not so much in detail, 
but with sufficient thoroughness, the course 
pursued in the various other Post Offices 
in the State, in the Railway Mail Serv- 
ice, ‘in the internal revenue offices, 
and the course adopted with reference to 
these by the departments in Washington. 
In regard toall the serious matters of in- 
vestigation in the Indianapolis Post Office 
he reproduces the sworn statements of wit- 
nesses, often corroborative as well as prin- 
cipal. In regard to other matters he gives 
explicitly the evidence he has collected, 
with names and dates. In other words, we 
find in Mr. Swirr’s report the result of an 
investigation carried on without any evi- 
dence of partisan or personal bias, in a care- 
ful, minute, explicit, and complete manner, 
candidly related and explained, and con- 
veying as to every’ material statement 
ample means for its verification. 

We are bound to say at the start of this 
work, and it is due to Mr. Swit that it 
should be said, that it is in our judgment in 
the highest degree an honorable and patri- 
otic work, taken up without expectation or 
possibility of personal advantage, and pur- 
sued with fidelity and patience, at great ex- 
pense of time and labor. Whatever may be 
the result of it, it entitles Mr. Swirr to 
the gratitude of every honest citizen, 
and to the gratitude especially of 
the President of the United States, 
to whom it presents evidence of the manner 
in which his ar, dintees have betrayed his 
trust, and the trust confided through him by 
the people, in a department of public policy 
and public duty of which he has recognized 
repeatedly the extreme importance. The 
general-conclusion of Mr. Swrrt is stated in 
the last sentence of his report: “ In Indiana 
civil service reform has been disgraced and. 
made contemptible,” 
We shall not go into the details of the 
evidenca on which Mr, Swirr reaches 
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this conclusion. I: ‘s sufficient to say that 
in the form in which itis given, with the ac- 
companying affidavits, namesof witnesses, 
and specification of time and place, it 
justifies and requires prompt attention from 
Mr. CLEVELAND. Mr. Swirt’s report is not 
hearsay, or vague report, or the general de- 
nunciation of an interested critic; it is the 
clear, full, cu. cful, and candid statement of 
@ patient investigator, who gives with 
his statement the completest means of 
proving or disproving it. The general 
points which the report establishes are: 
That the civil service law of 1883 has been 
violated by the Postmaster and others in 
the office at Indianapolis; that the rules of 
the civil service made and promulgated by 
the President for the admission of appli- 
cants to the service have been violated in 
that office; that the executive order of 
July 14 has been violated in that 
office, in the Railway Mail Service, 
in the internal revenue offices, and 
in the Pension Service; that the offensive 
partisanship for which Republicans were 
removed has been repeated by their 
successors without punishment or rebuke 
from superior officers; that apart from vio- 
lations of the civil service law and regula- 
tion and of the President’s executive order, 
the civil service, particularly of the Post Of- 
fice Department, in Indiana, has been grossly 
neglected and mismanaged, and that this is 
due to the adoption of the worst methods of 
the old Republican spoils system. 

These are very serious charges. After a 
careful examination of Mr. Swirvr’s report, 
and with our knowledge of the circum- 
stances under which it has been produced, 
we arecompelled to believe that they are 
substantially true. It is unnecessary to 
point out the duty of Mr. CLEVELAND in 
the premises. It is plainly indicated by 
the principles he has himself laid down, 
and by which, in conspicuous and impor- 
tant instances, in this State particularly, 
he has been guided. He will prove him- 
self very different from what the people be- 
lieve him to be if he do not perform that 
duty firmly, fully, and promptly. 





1S THE LAW A FAILURE? 

Our neighbor the Commercial Advertiser 
says: “It must be admitted, we think, that 
the anti-polygamy laws are thus far a 
failure.” This is an assertion that has 
been made many times in the last two or 
three years. Probably it was suggested in 
this instance by the Utah Commission’s 
statement that a considerable number of 
polygamous marriages have been celebrated 
in the Territory during the last year with 
the knowledge, approbation, and active co- 
operation of leading men of the Mormon 
Church. 

Let us see what the provisions of the Ed- 
munds act are, and what has been done un- 
der that act. The act defined the crime of 
polygamy and provided punishment for itin 
the shape of fine and imprisonment. It also 
provided punishment for the crime of un- 
lawful cohabitation. It excluded from 
juries sitting in any prosecution for polyga- 
my or unlawful cohabitation any person 
who had violated the law or who believed 
that it was right to practice polygamy. It 
disfranchised all practical polygamists. So 
far as disfranchisement is concerned, the 
law has been fully and successfully en- 
forced. While all Mormons in Utah 
accept the doctrine of plural marriage, 
not more than one-tenth of them, it is said, 
have been polygamists in practice. These, 
to the number of 12,000, have been de- 
prived of the power to vote and hold office. 
In this respect the law is not a failure. The 
exclusion of Mormons from juries has en- 
abled the courts to prosecute to conviction 
many prominent members of the church 
and to send them to the penitentiary. 
Among these convicts are several of the 
Mormon Bishops. The activity of the offi- 
cers of the law has driven the President of 
the church and some of his subordinates 
into exile. Surely this shows that some- 
thing has been accomplished under the Ed- 
munds act. 

But if there are in Utah many practical 
polygamists who have not been prosecuted 
or even indicted something remains to be 
done. Thedisfranchisement of 12,000 prac- 
tical polygamists under section 8 of the 
act indicates that there are many violators 
of the law whom the courts have not 
reached. If 12,000 persons could be found 
who were not entitled to vote under a pro- 
vision disfranchising polygamists and big- 
amists, then the conviction of a few scores 
of men is only the beginning of the work 
that should be done under the law. But if 
only a few of the guilty have been prose- 
cuted this does not prove that the law is a 
failure. It shows that the Federal courts 
and prosecuting attorneys have not done 
their duty. 

While it may be that they have not been 
diligent in enforcing the law, itis also true 
that aslight amendment of the law would 
enable them to prosecute guilty persons 
against whom they cannot now obtain evi- 
dence. The polygamous marriages to which 
the commission refers are celebrated in se- 
cret, and there is no record of them 
which the courts can procure. For 
three years the commission has urged Con- 


gress to enact a law providing that all 
marriages in Utah shall be matters of pub- 
lic record, as they are in theStates. At any 
session of Congress since the enactment of 
the Edmunds law such a law could easily 
have been passed, but the needed provision 
has been loaded down with more radical 
propositions upon which the two houses 


could not agree. If such a _ pro- 
vision were now the law, those who 
should dare to contract polygamous 


marriages and have them recorded would 
furnish evidence in the record upon which 
they could be convicted; and if they should 
still marry in secret they could be prose- 
cuted for doing so, if evidence could be ob- 
tained, or for being guilty of unlawful 
cohabitation. As it is, the courts have cop- 
victed under section 3 (relating to unlawful 
cohabitation) many Mormons who had 
taken polygamous wives by secret mar- 
riage, the evidence of which the prosecutors 
could not procure. ‘ 

But if a score of Mormon polygamists can 
be convicted of unlawful cohabitation in 
the absence of evidence of marriage, a great 
many others can be and should be convicted 
under the same section of the act. Why do 
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not the courts proceed against those who, 
as the Commissioners say, violate the law 
in the rural districts and take plural wives 
in the secrecy of the Mormon temples at 
Logan and St. George? It is plainly the 
duty of the courts to pursue these persons. 
They are criminals, and every one of them 
should be prosecnted. Itmay besaid that the 
prosecuting officers-cannot procure any evi- 
dence against them. This is not a sufficient 
answer. The Department of Justice should 
supply special agents and detectives to ob- 
tain evidence against every Mormon who 
violates the law, whether he be in Salt 
Lake City or the remote region of Logan 
and Coalville. The law should not be pro- 
nounced a failure because the courts are 
unable to-procure evidence which could be 
obtained if a sufficient number of agents 
should seek for it. 

The law'is-a good one, and the Govern- 
ment’s officers, working with proper energy ' 
and with sufficient support from the De- 
partment of Justice, ought to harvest a 
much larger crop of convictions than has 
been obtained. The law was intended to 
accomplish a certain specified result—the 
prosecution and conviction of men guilty of 
polygamy. No one supposed that it would 
break down the Mormon religion or eradi- 
cate from the minds of Mormons the doc- 
trines of that religion. But it was be- 
lieved that its enforcement would cause 
practical polygamists to be punished and 
put an end to polygamous marriages. 
That is, we contend, the proper object of 
legislation in this field, and not the over- 
throw of the Mormon Church and the con- 
fiscation of its property. And we are not 
convinced that this object cannot be at- 
tained by an energetic and thorough-going 
enforcement of the act by officers and-courts 
determined to do their whole duty and 
properly supported by the National Govern- 
ment. 





QUEEN CHRISTINA'S EDICTS. 

CASTELAR is said to have declared, after 
the death of King ALFonso, that the Queen 
Regent was “a worthy woman, but a for- : 
eigner, between whom and the Spanisly peo- 
ple, therefore, there is an abyss.” In the 
two noticeable edicts she has just signed 
the Queen Regent may have-done something 
toward bridging this abyss, and causing the 
people to look upon her less as the Austrian 
Archduchess than as the mother of their 
young monarch and as a ruler with woman- 
ly instincts of clemency and humanity. 

The Regency will probably lose nothing 
by its commutation of the death sentences 
passed upon Gen. VILLACAMPA and other 
persons prominent in the late ill-starred 
and preposterous military outbreak in Mad- 
rid. If,as the curious story runs, the Cab- 
inet had really resolved to enforce the ex- 
treme penalty and found its purpose prac- 
tically foiled by the mistake of an Under 
Secretary, who announced to the waiting 
crowd that mercy had been granted, all the 
more gratitude froth those who favored it 
will be personally turned toward the Queen 
Regent forso promptly confirming the pre- 
mature report by her decree. Be this as it 
may, the outbreak was without justification 
founded on acts of the present Government, 
and the more conspicuous*on that account 
is the commutation of the sentences. It was 
the first attempt at insurrection which had 
been made since the King’s death, and in 
view of the evidences of loyalty to which 
it gave rise, proving the throne more secure 
than could have been certainly known, the 
clemency was probably wise. Extreme 
severity in dealing with a second attempt 
made like that one without the temptation 
of special grievance would now probably 
attract little censure. 

Of more widespread and lasting interest 
is the other simultaneous decree of the 
Queen Regent freeing the remainder of the 
slaves in Cuba from their servitude. This 
is the formal consummation of the action 
taken in the Cortes about two months since, 
of whose importance we spoke at the time. 
It is the final. stage in the emancipation 
movement begun about sixteen years ago 
after the overthrow of ISABELLA and durmg 
the Regency of SERRANO. At that time the 
Moret measure, so called from the name of 
the Colonial Minister, was promulgated, 
which declared free all the future off- 
spring of slaves, and also emancipated 
all slaves over the age of 60. This 
measure, however, was never carried 
into effect, and indeed its publication 
was interdicted by the ruling element in 
Cuba, which at that time was disturbed by 
insurrections. There was also legislation 
at about the same time for conditional and 
compensated emancipation. During ten 
years the condition of Cuba was greatly 
unsettled by the continuance of the efforts 
at revolution, and the Spanish Govern- 
ment intermitted its attempts at emancipa- 
tion, sending, instead, troops to put down the 
creoles and negroes. Atthe end ofthat time, 
about seven years ago, the efforts to quell 
the protracted rebellion having been largely 
successful, the Spanish Cortes again took 
up the subject of emancipation and passed 
a law liberating slaves on arriving at a cer- 
tain age. Subsequent legislation in suc- 
cessive years has brought this age lower 
and lower, with compensation provided in 
each case, at certain fixed rates, until now 
the final steps have been taken. 

The strength of Cuban slavery was in the 
great sugar cultivation of the island. As 
Spain’s chief colonial possession, it has long 
turned in a large income to her and fur- 
nished a resort for her people to seek their 
fortunes. The influence of the owners of 
the sugar estates was thrown in behalf of 
the perpetuation of slave labor, but in time 
some of the land owners, when the emanci- 
pation movement was felt to be strong, sold 
their slaves, while the number of freedmen 
has steadily increased under the successive 
acts of emancipation. Spain now comes be- 
fore Brazil in the period of the final over- 
throw of slavery in her domains. 








It would be somewhat remarkable rf a 
police officer who has been twenty years on 
the force should be able to escape the 
penalty of dismissal for misconduct by de- 
manding instead the reward of faithful 
service by being put on the retired list.

them to accept the Sergeant’s view of his 
rights. They proceeded to dismiss him, 
nevertheless, as there was no injunction is- 
sued, and wili to-day appear before the 
court to show causé why they should not be 
forced to retire the officer after dismissing 
him. It is strange that Judge DonoHvuxr 
omitted the injunction, and it is probably 
only because it was not asked for. He is 
generally ready to interpose this shield be- 
tween violatorsof the law and the authori- 
ties charged with their enforcement, and 
why should he not protect delinquent po- 
licemen from the severity-of the Commis- 
sioners?

ERIE COUNTY POLITICS 


REFORMING THE REPUBLICAN 
ORGANIZATION. 
DEMOCRATS DISGUSTED OVER THEIR 
FAILURE TO SECURE SPOILS—ASSEM- 
BLY CANDIDATES AND THEIR CHANCES. 

BuFFALo, Oct. 8.—In Erie County the Re- 
publicans are earnestly engaged in the credita- 
ble endeavor to reorganize the party. A plan 
has been adopted whereby it is hoped that poli- 
tics will be purified and the party correspond- 
ingly benetited. The “ machine” must no longer 
control the party, but “a piece of mechanism” 
instead. ‘‘ Bosses” will be relegated to the rear, 
and “‘ engineers” and “stokers” will officer the 
new party motor. The idea is somewhat the 
same as that of Senator Miller in recasting the 
State Convention—a drawing nigh unto the 
people. The election district instead of the 
ward and the town is made the unit, and 
County Conventions will in the future be 
composed of several hundred delegates. Each 
Assembly district will be represented according 
to the Republican vote in the district. and the 
formation of cliques and rings for controlling 
such large bodies of delegates will, it is claimed, 
prove embarrassing to the tricky, and make it 
well-nigh impossible to stack the conventions in 
the interest of anybody. Only Republicans are 
to be allowed to vote in Republican conventions, 
and their identity is to be established and main- 
tained by a system of registry and checks. 

The number of caucuses for the selection of 
delegates to nominating conventions will be re- 
duced from seven to four. The voters of each 
election district will be entitled to meetin cau- 
cus, Whereas under the old plan the caucus was 
spread over the whole ward. Caucuses for the 
same purpose will be held at the same hours 
throughout the county, so’ that .the process of 
packing a late caucus to offset the loss of a cau- 
cus called earlier in another ward or town can 


no longer be practiced. County, city, Assembly 
district, Congressional, judicial, and ward com- 
mittees are swept away and a central committee 
is aubstifuted, composed of one delegate from 
each election district of the county. From this 
will be selected an Executive Committee for 
campaign purposes. Months in advance 
of the holding of caucuses a committee on con- 
tested seats will be elected by the Central Com- 
mittee, who will decide all contested cases im- 
mediately after the holding of the caucuses in 
which these originated. In conventions each 
delegate will be required to rise in his place and 
name the candidates of his choice, thus indicat- 
ing whether he has discharged honestly the duty 
imposed by those who elected him, and also re- 
lieving candidates of all doubts and fears as to 
the delegates’ political integrity. These are the 
features of the new plan presented by a commit- 
tee of Republicans composed of all factions, 
wings, and shades of Republicanism, and about 
to be put into operation. Erie has so long been 
the scene of bickerings and jealousies, that a 
plan that promises to remove them and thus 
contribute to the mental relief of the com- 
munity at large is hailed with general satis- 
faction. 

On the other hand, it is feared that the case of 
the Erie Democracy. which is suffering with 
blisters alleged to have been raised by the Na- 
tional Administration, is well-nigh hopeless. 
Had the Butfalo Democrats been drawn upon for 
two or three Cabinet officers, a Minister to 
France or Austria, a Public Printer, a Collector 
of the Port of New-York, and one or two 
score Gther minor offices just out of their grasp, 
they might have endured a Democratic Federal 
Administration with all of its neglects for at 
least four years. But the sensation of having a 
friend and neighbor rudely torn from their midst 
for Presidential purposes and of not being in- 
vited to become his guide and counselor is too 
new to Buffalo Democrats to be borne uncom- 
plainingly. What is the President’s business is 
their business, and what is their business must 
be attended to with all possible vigor, even if 
the police have to be called in to prevent 
their breaking the peace. A hungry crowd they 
are and nothing will appease them save arestora- 
tion of Republican ministrations. So inde- 
cent are the Democratic politicians of Buffalo as 
a whole, that it is a wonder they continue to 
practice the civilized conventionality of wearing 
clothes. The Admiuistration itself must have 
come to such conclusion and determined to 
sprout a little good seed_in such a miasmic at- 
mosphere, for it sent to Medina, overin Orleans 
County, for a Collector of Internal Revenue for 
this district. To add to their humiliation, this 
Democratic office holder will move the office 
from Rochester to this city and go upon exhibi- 
tion in their midst. Such gross neglect to recog- 
nize bome talent, such a violation of all proprie- 
tary rights, appalls the gentlemen who boast that 
they “ made Cleveland” and demand the earth 
as a reward for their labors. 

The State administration survived the same 
sort of discontent, and if the National Adminis- 
tration continues calmly on its course, it no 
doubt will weather a gale of wind from one 
little spot on this continent’no bigger than 
Buffalo. Gov. Cleveland was not fairly seated 
inthe Executive Chamber when the Buffaloni- 
ans visited Albany for the express purpose of 
reading the riot act to their late associate and 
thus securing some fat oftices within bis gift. 
Brer Lockwood and Brer Wiley were the brains 
of the combination that organized for business 
in an upper chamber of the Delavan House, 
and invited one or two prominent Democrats 
of the State to come in and examine their pro- 
gramme for running an obdurate Governor and 
a State administration. Failing to carry their 
points with the Governor they were to revolt. 
One of their visitors bowed himeelf out 
with the exclamation that he would wait 
for the administration to be in office 
at least three months before he joined 
them. Meeting with similar encouragement in 
other quarters, the combination punished another 
quart and returned to Buffalo, which has ever 
since been the scene of marked seismic disturb- 
ances, mumblings and rumblings and mutterings 
being distinctly heard, and occasional vaporous 
discharges being noted. The inhabitants of the 
Queen City have become accustomed to these 
harmless phenomena, and talk of erecting a sort 
of reservation somewhat like Yellowstone Park, 
in which inclosure the Buffalo Democratic poli- 
tician can be confined, affording as it were a per- 
manent fund of entertainment for Buffalonians 
of tender years, of study for the political philoso- 

her, and of warning to those upon whom the 
egend of the Tooley-street trio has left no dis- 
tinct impression. : 

Some of these gentlemen will no doubt vote 
for the Republican nominee for the Court of Ap- 
peals Judgeship. Judge Daniels will have a 
large vote in his own city and in this end of the 
State generally, for in the western part of the 
State are massed Republican voters tier upon 
tier. Judge Daniels will lose some votes among 
the lawyers and the litigious, for he was ever an 
austere Judge, repeatedly visiting great severity 
upon counselors and their clients before him. 
Whether from preoccupation or from natural re- 
serve, he refrained from association with the law- 
yers. The fact has been commented upon more 
than once that he never while sitting in circuits 
walked to and from the court room upon the 
same side of the street with the country law- 
yers or their city cousins. This is not a 
seriously damaging charge, and by the cynical 
it might be accepted as a revelation that lawyers 
are really burdened with sensitiveness. Gener- 
ally speaking, Democrats will vote for Judge 
Peckham and Republicans for Judge Daniels. 
The fact seems to be overlooked that no great 
amount of interest, and certainly not the slight- 
est enthusiasm, is felt over this judicial nomina- 
tion. Both candidates being men of marked 
ability, to many voters it will be a matter of the 
utmost indifference which iselected. The theory 
that differences of opinion among Democrats 
about their candidate will lead to trading As- 
sembly votes for judicial amuses the politicians. 
In every county in the State local tick- 
ets of some escription will be _ ballot- 
ed for, and local politicians will hardly 
trade on this judicial nomination when they can 
do so much better with their county tickets. 
Scores of intelligent voters can be found every 
day in the week who don’t know even the names 
of their party’s judicial candidate. There was 
no State Convention, with newspaper reports of 
Its proceedings, to impress firmly upon their 
minds the identity of the candidates selected by 
the State Committees. Whichever party organi- 
zation is best fitted with the means of distrib- 
uting its judicial ballots and of commanding the 
support of district committees will elect its can- 
didate. The Democratic Party proved to have a 
superior equipment a year ago, and the neces- 
sity of maintaining its prestige being more 
marked than the necessity of the Republican 
organization for obtaining sich prestige, the 


chances of electing its Judge are somewhat in | 


the ascendant. It would be natural for the 
Democratic leaders to enforce the strictest dis- 
cipline and to demand more arduous service of 
its State, county, and town committeemen after 
s0 much talk of Democratic discontent. 

Here in Erie County there will be a sharp con- 
test for Assemblymen. William F. Sheehan, 
having silenced one or more ambitious rivals in 
the First District. will be renominated and re- 
elected, and will return to Albany as the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Speaker should an earth- 
quake ingulf a dozen or more Re ublican coun- 
ties before the day of election. ank M. Giese 
will be renominated by the Democrats of the 
Second District, who say that Uncle Jim War- 
ren’s ingenuity will be put to the severest test in 
finding a Republican to defeat him, Still, harder 
nuts have been presented to Erie’s Republican 
leader, and he has Me see them. The district is 
chiefly populated b rmans. 

Until within a week Assemblyman Edward 
Gallagher supposed he had a clear title to renom- 
ination. R. rs Hefford, a coal dealer, well known 
to the district, has become a candidate and the 
matter will have to be settled by a divided con- 
vention. This is the distinctively Republican 
district of the county, its Republican majorities 
ranging from 2,000 to 3,000. The Republican 
nominee will be elected whoever he may be. As- 
sembiyman John Kraus will be renominated by 
the Republicans of the Fourth District. The dis- 
trict is na Democratic, and should the 
Jackson represented it four 
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H. Baker will give way to another Republican 
this year. Edward F, Emery, a lawyer of Au- 
rora, will doubtiess get the nomination.

THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 


ACTION OF THE BOARD ON THE RECENT 
OUTRAGES IN CHINA. 

Drs Mores, Oct. 8.—The last session of 
the meeting of the American Board of Foreign 
Missions was held this morning. Devotional ex- 
ercises were conducted by Dr.«Dana, of St. Paul, 
after which Dr. Chapin, of Wisconsin, read the 
report of the Committee on Papal Lands, giving 
an account of the successful mission work there. 
Brief addresses on mission work urging the 
church to more devoted efforts were made by 
Senior Foreign Secretary, Dr. Smith, the Rev. Dr. 


Goodwin, of Chicago, and the following mission- 
aries: The Rev. Thomas C. Smith, of Ceylon; the 
Rev. W. C. Dewey, of Turkey; the Rev. J. H. 
Pettee, of Japan; the Rev. Chauncy Goodrich, of 
China, and the Rev. J. P. Davis, of Japan. The 
following resolution was then adopted by the 
board. 

Resolved, That in view of the recent official re- 
ports from Pekin, relating to outrages on mission- 
aries in China, this board desires the Prudential 
Committee to prepare and to present to our National 
Government, in the name of this board, a respeetful 
protest against the wrongs which the Chinese in 
this country have received, and an earnest appeal to 
have those wrongs redressed. 

Following this, the farewell address was given 
by President Mark Hopkins, reviewing the work 
of the meeting and speaking in kindly terms of 
the city and the reception that had been given 
them. Of the 11 members of the Prudential 
Committee who have the management of the 
board all save two were re-elected. The Rey. 
Dr. Thooring, formerly of Cambridge, Mass., 
was not re-elected, for the reason that he is 
about to remove to Minneapolis, and so could 
not conveniently serve. Prof. E. C. Smyth, of 
Andover, was dropped, presumably on account 
of his advocacy of the new departure views, 
The two new members elected to fill the vacan- 
cies are the Rev. C. E. Dickinson, of Lowell. 
Mass., and the Rev. E. H. Atwood, D. D., of 
Salem, Mass. This afternoon a special train 
took a number of the prominent members to

foronTO, Oct. 8.—The American Public 
Health Association elected the following officers 
to-day: President—Major George M. Sternberg, 
United States Army, Baltimore; First Vice- 
President—Dr. Charles N. Hewitt, Redwing, 
Minn.;.

debate on vaccinal protection of cabin passengers 
for Europe was resumed, and the following 
resolution was adopted: 

That the examination asto the protection by vac- 
cination of all passengers arriving from Europe in 
the United States and Camada, cabin passengers as 
well as others, should be exacted at all times and in 
all cases, even if no cases of smallpox have occurred 
during the voyage. 

A resolution to the effect that imported rags 
were to be regarded as capable of conveying in- 
fectious diseases, and recommending that they 
should be disinfected before being allowed to 
enter the United States or Canada, was passed. 
A resolution providing for inter-State notifica- 
tion of smallpox, cholera, or yellow fever was 
also passed, and the Board of Health officers 
present pledged themselves to comply with its 
terms.

Their attorney said: ‘‘The brothers bor- 
rowed money of a bank some years ago aggre- 
gating $25,000. They dissolved partnership, and 
William Tully carried the business on.

THE TOBACCO CROP. 

BALTIMORE, Oct. 8.—The Baltimore Jour- 
nalof Commerce will publish to-morrow special 
reports from the tobacco-growing sections of 
Maryland, Virginia, and North Carolina as to 
the injury to the crop by the frost and the prob- 
able yield as compared with last year. The 
acreage planted in tobacco this year is reported 
asmuch less than in 1885,and owing to un- 
favorable weather not much over two-thirds of 
acrop had been expected prior to the frost. 
While @ considerable part of the crop had al- 
ready been gathered, the frost very seriously 
damaged what was still in the fields, ruining a 
large percentage of it and thus still further re- 
ducing the yield. In a few instances the wet is 
stated to be as large as last year and the quality 
as good, but nearly all the reports claim that 
the yield will be much reduced, the estimates 
running from one-third to two-thirds of a crop, 
and with the quality, especially in parts of 
North Carolina and Virginia, very poor. In the 
great Durham district the yield is estimated at 
not over 40 per cent. of an average and of very 
inferior grade.

A LIEUTENANT UNDER AREEST. 


ANOTHER PHASE OF THE TROUBLE IN 
THE THIRTEENTH REGIMENT. 

Last night was “ headquarters night” of 
the Thirteenth Regiment of Brooklyn and the 
occasion proved to be livelier than the general 
run of such reunions. An unusually large num- 
ber of the men were on hand, and the dissen- 
sions which are at present dividing the regiment 
into factions were discussed by numerous 
groups. In a fit of desperation last night First 
Sergt. Arthur T. Huntington, Second Sergt. 
E. Walter Powell, Third Sergt. E. J. 
Baker, Fourth Sergt. W. 3B. Penfold, 
Fifth Sergt. Westcott, First Corp. Charles 
R. Meinicke; Third Corp. R. F. Woehr; Fourth 
Corp. Langtry Savage; Fifth Corp. Joseph 
Yauch, and Sixth Corp. George Bannerman, of 
Company H, who had been given notice on Wed- 


nesday by Col. Fackner that they were reduced 
to the ranks, resolved to take immediate steps in 
the matter. First Lieut. Russell Benedict, of the 
company, who is a young lawyer in office at No. 
18 Wall-street, this city, was sought and the in- 
dignant men put their cases into his hands, beg- 
ging him to make one appeal to the Colonel and 
ask him to let them be heard in their own de- 
fense. They further instructed Mr. Benedict to 
take the case to civil courts if Col. Fackner re- 
fused their request. 

At 9 o’clock last night Lieut. Benedict left his 
clients and prepared to confer with the Colonel. 
The men stood in the corridors waiting anxiously 
tor the verdict which their lawyer would bring 
them. Lieut. Benedict walked directly into the 
Colonel’s private room. That gentleman had 
just arrived, and was divestin imself of coat 
and hat. Lieut. Benedict made no delay, how- 
ever. He launched into the subject matter of 
his visit, and put the case clearly before Col. 
Fackner. The Colonel listened attentively. 
When the Lieutenant had finished, Col. Fackner 
turned round and remarked, quietly but de- 
liberately: *‘ Lieut. Benedict, I place you under 
arrest.” 

Lieut. Benedict was nonplused, but he said 
nothing. He walked quietly out. He went at 
onee to the room of Company H and precipitat- 
ed himself into the arms of the men who were 
expectantly waiting to hear the result of the 
conference. When they did hear it they quickly 
resolved upon their plan of action. Lieut. Bene- 
dict decliped to say what he intended to do, as 
he said that he was most anxious not to add to 
the dissensions in the regiment by any remarks 
of his own. “The case will go to the courts. 
That is quite sure,” said Corp. R. F. Woehr. 
“We wanted an amicable arrangement of 
the matter and this was the first 
night when we could possibly have a 
pealed for a _ trial. We were __ illegally 
reduced, as we disobeyed no order. Col. Fackner 
gave us no satisfaction, and his course of action 
was utterly unexplained. The only reason I can 
possibly think of is that we were absent last Fri- 
day, headquarters night. That is what I think, 
but he gives no valid excuse. I believe that it 
had come to his ears that we intended to resign. 
Our reason was, or my reason was, that I could 
not with justice retain my position with Capt. 
Kretschmar as commander of the company. I be- 
lieve that Col. Fackner heard this, and cut me 
short. All we want is to be tried. To reduce us 
without a trialis just the same as though you 
sentaman to the penitentiary without giving 
him an ye emi A to defend himself in court.’ 

Col. Fackner was in the best of tempers last 
night. Heisatall, slim manof about 35 years 
of age, good looking and genialin manner. “I 
am in command of this regiment,” he said, “‘ and 
in doing as I did Iexercised my unquestionable 
rights. I did so on the eee of Capt. 
Kretschmar, of ee H. The men say they 
want a court-martial? They can have as much 
of it as they want.” 

Capt. Charles P. Kretschmar, who was asked 
to resign on Wednesday night, said last night 
that he had not the least intention of resigning. 
“‘T do not recognize anything that was said here 
on that occasion. <As for voting for Col 
Fackner when I had promised to vote for Col. 
Austen, which is charged against me, here are 
the facts of the case: I went to Col. Austen and 
said I would vote for him if he were a candidate. 
Col. Austen did not want to be elected. Conse- 
quently as there was only one candidate in the 
field, and he was Lieutenant-Colonel, I thought 
it proper to vote for him, as I believe in rotation 
of office.” Capt. Kretschmar’s answer to the 
resolutions requesting him to resign will be 
given atthe next monthly meeting of Company 
H, which will be held Nov. 3.

THE BIG SCHEME FAILS 


TWO OBSTAOLES 10 A PRO- 
POSED CONSOLIDATION. 
NEW-HAVENS MANAGERS’ SATISFIED 
WITH PRESENT ARRANGEMENTS AND 

WOULD-BE RIVALS SCORNED. 

President Watrous, assistant to President 
Shepard, and Directors Bishop and Trow- 
bridge, of the New-York, New-Haven and 
Hartford Railroad Company, had a long consul- 
tation yesterday at the office of President 
Watrous in the Grand Central Station, with 
President Bliss, of the Boston and Albany Rail- 
road, and President Clark, of the New-York and 
New-England Road. The consultation was rela- 
tive to a union of all three interests, and look- 
ing toward a consolidation of the roads and 
their dependencies under one management. At 
the conclusion of the conference it was “ offi- 
cially” announced that nothing had been done 
and that the meeting had been adjourned sine 
die. 

The meeting was looked forward to with a 
vast deal of interest by the people on Wall-street, 
to whom the recent rapid advance of New-York 
and New-England stock has been a mystery. 
That mystery wasn’t satisfactorily solved by the 
message sent out over the tapesjust after the 
close of business on the Exchange: “ Nothing 
done. Meeting adjourned.” 

But something was done, and the meeting ad- 
journed simply because nothing more could be 


done just then. The officers of the roads had run 
up against a snag in the shape oflaw. New-York 
and New-England and the Boston and Albany peo- 
le want a consolidation of interests. The New- 
aven people, while admitting that this might 
be beneficial in.the future, don’t see how they 
can be benefited just now. They do see how they 
would be injured should the New-York and New- 
England people seriously entertain the idea of 
aralleling their road from Willimantic to 
New-York, andrather than have this done they 
will consent to a consolidation, if that can be 
legally brought about, or to a union of some kind 
with a pooling of earnings in case no legal con- 
solidation can be effected. 

The snag which the railroad magnates ran up 
against was the fact that no law now exisis 
under which the proposed consolidation can be 
brought about. To enable them to create the 
gigantic monopoly that has been proposed, put- 
ting somewhere about 3,000 miles of railroad 
virtually under one management, special legis- 
lation would be required in Massachusetts and 
Connecticut, a consolidation of in- 
terests. Boston and Albany and New-York and 
New-England influences combined could easily 
secure that in Massachusetts, where the Legis- 
lature could be handled, but these two great 
corporations could not handle the Connec- 
ticut Legislature without the consent and 
assistance of the New-York, New-Haven 
and Hartford Road, which owns the Connecti- 
cut lawmakers when it chooses todo so. Justnow 
the New-York and New-Haven people don’t pro- 
pose to have any consolidation. The Connecti- 
cut legislators won’t consent to it, therefore. 
So the other two parties to the scheme are forced 
to abandon the plan for the present. The New- 
Haven Road is working in perfect harmony with 
the Pennsylvania system, is satisfied with the 
business it is. transacting, and is in no mood 
to break up the existing pleasant rela- 
tions. Just now its managers see nothing 
to fear from the New-York and New-Eng- 
land corporation, which is dependent upon 
its through business for its earnings, and which 
is at the mercy of the New-Haven Road toa 
great extent for an entrance to this city, or an 
outlet to the West. The New-Haven Road can 
earn its 10 per cent. dividend easily enough on 
its local business, and can carry through freigbts, 
if necessary, at a rate sufficiently low to prevent 
the New-England people from getting the trade 
which is absolutely necessary to their life. The 
Boston and Albany is also to a certain extent at 
the mercy of the New-Haven, for a short outlet 
to the Southwest, and must accept the New- 
Haven Road’s terms, or find its business leaving 
Boston by other routes which the New-Haven 
people have at their command. 

These are the reasons why the New-Haven 
people, while admitting that a consolidation 
might be beneficial as a means of keeping off 
possible future competition, don’t feel very en- 
thusiastic over the present scheme, and don’t 
care to be forced into it simply to accommodate 
the New-England people, who want their road 
given a chance to become a dividend-paying 
road at the expense of lessening the New- 
Haven’s earnings. But the New-Haven Road’s 
managers like good fat salaries; they have 
schemes on foot to fully rock-ballast their track 
—this having been partly done—to lay two addi- 
tional tracks between here and New-Haven, and 
to make the Shore Line Road, which is under a 
perpetual lease to them, a double track road, as 
their main line to Springtield now is. These 
schemes might have to be abandoned if they con- 
solidated with two roads they now look upon as 
hardly morethan feeders—certainly not as rivals. 

Strong they now feel themselves to be, and 
stronger they think they will become before the 
New-England Road managers can find money 
wherewith to build a road parallel with theirs. 
This threat to parallel their line. which is one of 
the levers used in hopes of forcing the desired 
consolidation, they sneer at, and the New-Haven 
Directors say that such an undertaking is so 
gigantic and would cost so much that the cap- 
ital to do it would not be forthcoming. Feateat, 
said one of the Directors present at the meeting 
yesterday, capitalists would take a more sensible 
course and build a new line throughout. It 
would be much easier to find capital for this 
than to attempt to construct a rival road over 
the territory covered by the New-England sys- 
tem, which offers no inducements in the way of 
local business and is a roundabout route for 
through business. Should the New-Englana peo- 

le decide to build a line from Danbury to New- 

York to help them outin their pian, they would 
find trouble in getting into New-York, and the 
New-Haven no le think this obstacle is one 
that is virtually insurmountable. 

Ex-President Bishop, of the New-Haven Road, 
thinks the whole scheme is simply part of a plan 
devised by Wall-street men for the sake of 
booming New-York and New-England stock and 
enabling heavy holders here andin Boston to 
unload on the lambs, and the whole thing has 
no basis that warrants such an immense amount 
of talk as it has created. He saysthe meeting 
did not break up in a row, as was reported down 
town yesterday. The managers of the New- 
Haven Road found the whole plan, as presented, 
impracticable, and so declined to have anything 
to do with it for the present at least. That some 
plan to prevent competition that will te injurious 
to all concerned may yet be devised he thinks 
possible. 

After the managers had separated Cyrus W. 
Field went to the Grand Central Station and hed 
an interview with President Watrous, of the 
New-Haven Road. The situation of affairs is 
said to have pleased him mightily, as he has been 
a bearon the New-England Road stock ever since 
it began its boom a month or 80 ago. 


FORCED TO MOVE BACK. 
JEFFERSON, Texas, Oct. 8.—In the United 
States Circuit Court here yesterday, the injunc- 
tion suit of the city of Marshall, Texas, against 
the Texas and Pacific Railway was decided in 


favor of Marshal. About a year ago the Texas 
and Pacific Company began the removal of its 
headquarters from Marshall to Dallas, Texas. 
The corporation of the city of Marshall there- 
upon began suit, asking the Federal court to 
enjoin the company from moving its head- 

uarters from Marshall. Meantime, however, 
the Receivers of the Texas and Pacific 
had practically removed the main offices 
of the company to Dallas, the books and furni- 
ture having been carried from the Auditor’s 
office at midnight. The city of Marshall set up a 
contract with the original company that con- 
structed the Texas and Pacific Road. This con- 
tract was in the shape of the pitt of a large tract 
of land near the then town of Marshall. In this 
deed of gift it was stipulated that the company 
should always maintain its principal offices at 
Marshall. The case was — by some of the 
ablest attorneysin the South, and the court last 
evening handed down a decision making the in- 
junction against the company perpetual. This 
will compel the immediate removal of the Re- 
ceiver’s offices to Marshall. 


AN OFFER TO NASHVILLE, 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 8.—A. L. Craw- 
ford, of Pennsylvania, the projector of the rail- 
road from Lebanon to Knoxville, has submitted 
@ proposition to the citizens of Nashville they 


are likely to accept. He offers to subscribe 
$100,000 worth of bonds and $200,000 worth of 
stock if the people of this city will do hkewise. 
Payments are to be made at the rate of 10 per 
cent. a month, the first payment to be made after 
the contracts are let. The right of way and ex- 
emption from taxation for 15 years have been 
secured in all the counties through which the 
road is to pass. The road will open up a re- 
markably rich country, and develop some fine 
coal and hard wood lumber regions that are at 
present inaccessible.

George Engel, one of the prisoners, 
began a speech in answer to the Judge’s inquiry 
as to why sentence should not be passed upon 
him. Engel recounted his experiences in Ger- 
many, where he was born, and told of the hard- 
ships and tyrannies the people were forced to 
submit to there. He came to this country, he 
said, —_—- work in Philadelphia and Chicago, 
and found a like state of affairs existing. . The 
capitalists became rich by their oppressions of 
the working classes. Engel then made a study 
of the question. He read Henry George’s books 
and became a Socialist. He concluded with a 
tirade against the capitalists. 

Sam Fielden next rose and prefaced what he 
had to say by reciting a poem from the German 
of Ferdinand Freiligrath, entitled, ‘ Revolu- 
tion.” His speech, however, was quiet and com- 
monplace. e said he had not intended to go to 
the Haymarket meeting, but went there hoping 
to see a little advertisement, and by seeing the 
advertisement he had come to his death. He de- 
clared that the newspapers had either misunder- 
stood or misrepresented him, and were the cause 
of his going to the scaffold. He had not advised 
the sacking of stores. He was severe on the 
jury, and said some of them were dependents of 
capitalists. Continuing Fielden said: 

“It was not the intention of our organization to 
take any man’s life. It was the syetem we were ar- 
riving at. Idefy any one to find in my speechof 
that night any suggestion of violence. I spoke of 
the blind rage of the mob at McCormick’s. Did that 
not mean that I did not sanction the acts done in 

norance and rage? McCormick and Gould and 
Vanderbilt are victims of this system just as much 
as the beggars on the _ streets. The two 
classes are at warfare... The great_ Socialist 
who lived in this world over 1,800 years 
ago—Jesus Christ—has left these words on 
record and the principles of justice and right have 
never been expressed in language better than they 
have been expressed in these: ‘ Better that ninety 
and nine guilty men should go unpunished than that 
one innocent man should suffer.’ Mr. Grinnell, I 
should judge from his statements, is a Christian. I 
would ask him to apply that statement of the great 
Teacher and apply it to the different testimony that 
has been given here and the statements to the 
contrary in other placesin the investigation of this 
case. e claim that we were convicted not because 
we have committed murder, but because we were 
very energetic in the advocacy of the rights of 
labor.” 

Fielden concluded as follows: 

“To-day as the beautiful Autumn sun kisses the 
cheek ot my fellow-man I stand here never again to 
bathe my head in its rays. I haveloved my fellow- 
man as I have loved myself. I have hated trickery, 
and the monstrous injustice of the nineteenth cent- 
ury commits the crime of killing its best friends, 
and it will live to repent it all some day. I trust the 
time will come when there will be a better under- 
standing, more intelligence, and if the mountains of 
iniquity, wrong, and corruption will be replaced by 
truth and justice which will come to bathe in the 

ure light of an emancipated world—then I am satis- 
ed. thank your Honor for your attention.” 

Parsons followed and said the one thing 
beyond others that had characterized the great 
trial was its virus, its passion, and the rancor- 
ous prejudice that characterized the prosecu- 
tion. ‘* Now,” said he, “I hold that the execu- 
tion of the sentence to be imposed on me is noth- 
ing but judicial murder. It was a trial by a mob, 
with the mob’s howl continually sounding in our 
ears. Your Honor knows this and it is for you 
to look at the matter from the standpoint of 
reason and common sense.” 

Parsons spoke until 4:30, when the court ad- 
journed at his request.

STATE DEPARTMENT REFORMS. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. &8.—The Post says: 
“The estimates of the State Department for 
the coming fiscal year will be of very great inter- 
est. There have been a large number of changes 
made in the organization of tne force of repre- 
sentatives of this Government abroad, and the 
result has been to increase the estimated expend- 
itures from $1,750,000 to about $2,500,000. 
This, at first sight, looks as if the reform 
had been. in the wrong direction, but 
the increase in expenditures in this de- 
oo will be far more than counterbalanced 

y the increased amount of revenue which will 
be turned into the Treasury under the reorgani- 
zation. This, it is estimated, will amount to be- 
tween $3,000,000 and $4,000,000. This satis- 
factory showing is the result of many causes, 
the principal one of which is this: Hitherto a 
Consul or commercial agent, rita | perhaps 
a@ salary of $1,000, has pocketed $4,000, 
$5,000 or $6,000 in the shape of fees. Now his 
salary will be doubled and his fees will all have 
to be turned into the Treasury. Several other 
changes of a radical nature have been effected. 
The Lay i geyae of the estimates has, however, 
not yet been concluded, and they have yet to be 
revised by the Secretary of State.”

BOUND TO KILL HERSELF. 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Oct. 8.—Margaret 
Mulhall, 75 years of age, ended her life by hang- 
ing herself about 8 o’clock this morning. She 
lived with her son and his family at No. 20 
Cedar-street. Mrs. Mulhall threw herself down 
a flight of stairs yesterday and was badly 
bruised. She was assisted to the top of the 


flight again, but while her companions were 
getting water to bathe her bruises she leaped 
down again. Strangely enough no bones were 
broken, but she was terribly bruised. This 
morning, after drinking a ~~ of coffee, she went 
into the kitchen, took a bunch of mosquito 
netting and went up stairs. That was the last 
seen of her alive. The netting was twisted sev- 
eral times around the stair rail and then a noose 
was made which she slipped over her neck, 
Then she climbed over the rail and swung off, 
leaving her feet about six inches from the floor.

The water fell on the di- 
vide of the Trinity and Brazos. As much of the 
water from the spout went in the direction of 
the Brazos as came this way. The water fell on 
what is known to railroad men as the Manning 
spur. A big washout is reported, and several 
persons are thought to have been drowned.

WHAPONS THE REV. MR. 
STAUNTON BORROWED. 
THE ACCUSED PASTOR’S TESTIMONY FIN- 
ISHED AND ANOTHER WITNESS FOR 
THE PROSECUTION CALLED. 

The trial of the Rev. Benjamin Staunton, 
of the Fort Greene Presbyterian Church, on the 
charges of assault and immorality, made very 
little progress yesterday when it was resumed in 
the Franklin-Avenue Presbyterian Church before 
the Brooklyn Presbytery. The Rev. Benjamin 
Staunton was again put on the witness stand in 
his own defense, and was subjected to a long 
cross-examination by the Rey. Dr. 8. D. Spear 
who had prepared a long list of written questions, 

“What is the natural temper of your own 
mind, Mr. Staunton ?’ asked Dr. Spear.

The Commissioners at first thought this was a 
bar to action, but they appealed to Corp ration 
Counsel Lacombe, and he gave the opinion that 
nothing in the order restricted their jurisdiction 
in the premises or prevented them from imme- 
diate action. Tuck and his counsel were at once 
informed that the board was ready to take up his 
case and hear his defense, but the big Sergeant 
declined to appear and Commissioner Voorhis 
moved that, as the defendant had voluntaril 
abandoned his case before the board, he be ad- 
judged guilty and dismissed from the force. The 
motion was carried unanimously. The Commis- 
sioners will appear before Judge Donohue to- 
day, and Tuck will take his case to the courts. 
If they decide against him it will be a great re- 
lief for the Commissioners, who hitherto have 
been compelled, under a misinterpretation of the 
law and opinions of men considered to be sound 
lawyers, tu retire many men in the face of se- 
rious charges against them, simply because they 
had worried through 20 years of service.

A FLOOD OF APPLICATIONS FOR TEMPO- 
RARY PERMITS. 

The tardy yet practical recognition of the 
Subway Commission by the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company last Wednesday led to a deluge 
of communications from various companies at 
the meeting yesterday, all making applications 
for permits to string wires, pending the provid- 
ing of underground accommodations as author- 
ized by the commission.

The application from the Harlem Electric 
rape ny pe Company, to string wires wherever 
their business demanded; from the Fifth-Avenue 
Safe Deposit rae nf to effect a connection 
with the Twenty-ninth Precinct, and from 100 
citizens of Harlem, who have formed a company 
and granted the use of their roofs and houses for 
@ Business Men’s Telegraph Messenger Service 
owFirst, Second, Third. and Fourth avenues and 
through One Hundred and Twenty-fifth-street. 

A communication was received from Roland 
R. Hayward, President of the New-York District 
Railway Company, stating that the company 
was going to put an underground railway under 
Broadway and requesting an inspection of its 
plans for a tunnel as being suitable for a recep- 
tacle for telegraph and telephone wires. P 
Flower said that the commission had given no 
thought to tunneling Broadway, thus intimating 
that the third section of conduit from Cortlandt- 
street to the Battery will not be constructed in 
pas is but on one of the west side parallel 
streets. In regard to this third section, Engineer 
Kearney had not completed his interviews with 
the various down-town electric companies, and 
his a was put over until Tuesday. The 
Commissioners were convinced that plenty of 
experimenting was going on for the other sec- 
tions and that the Neuchatel Company would 
soon press hard upon Contractor Crimmins’s 
trenches. The commission will meet again on 
Tuesday afternoon.

DRISCOLI’S IRON NERVE. 


HE LISTENS TO HIS DOOM WITHOUT 
A TREMOR. 

When the doors of Part I. of the Court of 
General Sessions were opened yesterday morn- 
ing a motley crowd of people who had been 
waiting in the hall filed into the court room and 
hunted for seats. Recorder Smyth was going to 
pronounce sentence of death upon Dan Driscoll, 
the convicted murderer of Beezy Garrity, and 
the crowd wanted to see how Driscoll would 
carry himself. Shortly after 11 o’clock the Re- 
corder appeared on the bench, but before sen- 


tencing Driscoll ordered that Henry W. Cowles, 
the bookkeeper who was recently convicted of 
killing Coachman Flannagan with an ink eraser, 
be brought to the bar for sentence. E 

Cowles was led out looking pale and scared, 
and the Recorder saidto him: ‘I regret to see 
aman of your intelligence and previous good 
character standing before me for sentence. 
Were it not for your established good character 
and forthe jury’s recommendation to mercy, I 
would be very severe with you. Your misfortune 
resulted from indulgence in liquor. Let this 
be a warning to you and to others. The sentence 
of the court is that you be imprisoned for the 
term of 12 years and 6 months.” 

Cowles was taken back to the pen and Dris- 
coll, hard-faced and unmoved, took his place at 
the bar. His counsel immediately interposed a 
long string of exceptions and moved for a new 
trial for his client. This the Recorder promptly 
denied and Driscoll was then asked what he had 
tosay why sentence of death should not be 
passed upon him. 

“All I have to say,” tne prisoner replied in a 
clear, unshaken voice, ‘‘ is thatI am not guilty. 
I did not shoot Beezy Garrity.” 

Then the Recorder made his address. It was 
very short. ‘ Driscoll,” he said, *‘ you have had 
a fair, impartial trial by men against whose fit- 
ness to judge you there was no possible objec- 
tion. The evidence clearly convicted you, and 
the jury did but their duty in rendering a verdict 
of guilty. Yours was,the fatal shot which de- 
prived Beezy Garrity of her life. If McCarthy 
tired a pistolin that house that night, as I am 
convinced he did not, it was not his shot 
which struck the unfortunate woman. I do not 
intend to say much to you, but I advise you to 
spend the remainder of your life in preparing 
yourself for entrance to another world. The 
sentence of the court is that you be taken back 
to the prison from which you came and there be 
confined until the 3d day of December, 1886, and 
then that you be hanged by the neck until you 
are dead. And may God, in His infinite good- 
ness, have mercy upon your soul.” 

Not a movement of amuscle ere any emo- 
tion in the hardened young criminal. The black- 
bordered death warrant was read to him. He 
was placed in the charge of the Sheriff, and, 
handcuffed, was taken back to the Tombs.

A CHILD SHRINKS FROM THE ARMS OF 
HER MOTHER. 

Seven years ago Mrs. Virginia A.Matthews, 
of Boston, was deserted by her husband and 
forced to earn her own living. She advertised 
her 2-year-old child for adoption. Jacob Young 
and his wife, of Atlantic City, who were childless, 
saw the advertisement and went to see the little 
girl, They were pleased with her and agreed to 
provide for her. No formal letters of surrender 
were drawn, but Mrs. Matthews verbally agreed 


to relinquish all claims upon the child. She has 
lately found herself in a better financial position 
than when she — up her little one, and has 
made repeated efforts to regain custody of the 
child. These were resisted, and Mrs. Matthews 
sued out a writ of habeas corpus against the 
Youngs. They were commanded to produce the 
child, now 9 years of age, in the Vice-Chancellory’ 
court at Newark. 

Yesterday the little girl sat between her foster- 
—— in court and followed the proceed- 

ngs with intelligent concern. The Vice-Chan- 
cellor said that as there had been no regular let- 
ters of adoption the child would have to be given 
back to the mother. The little girl fell in a half 
swoon into her foster-father’s lap when she un- 
derstood what had been done and Mr. Young 
and his wife burst into tears.

NOT PROUD OF HIS FAME. 


SHEPHERD COWLEY OBJECTS TO SEEING 
HIMSELF COPIED IN A PLAY. 

The Rev. Edward Cowley, who used to 
conduct the Shepherd’s Fold, a home for chil- 
‘dren, has come to the surface once more. The 
Shepherd has not been heard of for some time 
past owing to his disappearance from the cur- 
rent of human activity to fill a pressing engage- 
ment at a secluded resort on an island in the 
East River much frequented by persons of un- 
questionable notoriety. The Shepherd was ac- 
cused of improperly treating the children iu his 


place. President Elbridge T. Gerry, of the So- 
‘ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children, 
made specific charges in the case of a child 
named Louis Victor. The Shepherd was con- 
victed and sentenced to a year’s imprisonment 
in the penitentiary and to pay a fine of $250. 

That was in 1880. In 1881 the Shepherd's 
term expired, but he was unable to pay his fine, 
and would have staid in prison 250 days longer 
had not some friends subscribed the money for 
him. The Shepherd now turns up in a law case, 
at one end of which he stands, and at the other 
are some well known theatrical people. In A. 
C. Gunter’s play, called “ A Wall-Street Bandit,” 
now visible at the Standard Theatre, appears a 
character called Mauley, a hypocritical person, 
who manages a place called the Shepherd’s 
Fold. Children contined in this place are if 
elothed, ill ted, and generally ill treated. The 
misdeeds of the Shepherd are speedily brought 
to light,and he is imprisoned. When he has 
served his term he reappears on the stage as a 
broken-down sidewalk “ fakir,” running an elec- 
tric machine, with which he shocks people for 10 
cents a shock. Shepherd Edward Cowley, who 
has been living quietly outside of New-York for 
some time past, saw in all this, when he read 
about it in the papers, a distinct resemblance to 
his own fortunes. He got friends to go and see 
the play, and made up his mind that he had been 
injured sadly by it. 

Yesterday his lawyer, James Hogg, of No 
1,640 Avenue B, called upon Charles Frohman 
at his office, No. 1,215 Broadway, and served a 
notice upon that gentleman that the scene rep- 
resenting the Shepherd’s Fold must be taken out 
of the play at once. If it were there to-night 
the Shepherd would on Monday get a temporary 
injunction against its performance, and an order 
to show cause why it should not be permanently 
enjoined. Moreover, he would -bring a suit for 
damages for libel against James C. Dtff, man- 
ager of the Standard Theatre, where the play is 

resented; Charles Frohman, and W. W. Ran- 

all, managers of the company engaged in_ its 
performance; A. C. Gunter, the author, and W. 

. Ferguson, the comedian, whose clever per- 
formance of Mauley gives point to the episode. 

Ex-Judge A. J. Dittenhoefer is Mr. Duff's 
counsel and Howe & Hummel act for Messrs. 
Frohman and Randall. sa 3 the advice of their 
counsel these gentlemen informed the Shepherd 
that they would not discontinue the peformance 
of the scene representing the Fold. They think 
that they have as good a right to put on such a 
scene as they would to represent Dotheboys 
Hall in “Nicholas Nickleby,’ which has been 
done on the stage. Mr. Frohman said, “We 
don’t know Mr. Cowley and we don’t want to 
know him. We don’t know where Mr. Gunter 
got his materials for the scene, and we don’t 
care. If Mr. Ferguson makes up so that he looks 
like enters which he asserts, it must be an ac- 
cident, for Iam quite sure Mr. Ferguson never saw 
Cowley, and wouldn't hunt him up for so small 
a@ matter. Wearenot frightened by Mr. Cowley’s 
manifesto, and shall go right on playing the 
drama in its entirety.”

District Assembly No. 49, 
of the Knights of Labor, which has a rival label, 
and which recently lost the Cigarmakers’ Pro- 
gressive Union, has, it is alleged, ever since been 
trying to regain its ground by fomenting in- 
trigues in the various cigar factories. Much of 
the trouble among the cigarmakers is attributed 
to this district assembly.

IRVING HALL FOR UNION. 


COMMODORE TOOKER PRESIDING AT THE 
COUNTY CONVENTION. 

The City and County Convention of the 
Irving Hall organization was held last evening 
in Irving Hall. There wasa great gathering of 
warriors. The hall and the neighborhood was 
alive with them, and the impression prevailed 
that the convention would nominate the next 
Mayor of New-York. Among the leaders who 
occupied private boxes were President of the 
Board of Alderman Robert B. Nooney, ex-Com- 
missioner Nicholas Haughton, ex-Assembly- 
man Joseph P. McDonough, ex-Senator Thomas 
Cc.

Alderman Anthony Hartman, Patrick T. Mallon, 
ex-Judge John Callahan, ex-Senator Henry W. 
Genet, ex-Senator Charles G. Cornell, John K. 
Perley, John Stacom, Hugh Quigley, Aqueduct 
Commissioner Edgar L. Ridgway, Edward F. 
Shelley, Oscar H. Bogart, ex-Assemblyman Peter 
Murray, Joseph Kuntz, Warren Bennett, Deputy 
Sheriff Thomas Wild, ex-Assemblyman J. C. Bro- 
gan, John W. Crump, Henry Campbell, and Mau- 
rice Stack. 

President Nooney, the Chairman of the General 
Committee, called the convention to order and 
congratulated the delegates upon the interest 
which they displayed in the matter of union and 
harmony. Ex-Senator Charles G. Cornell was 
made temporary Chairman. While the dis- 
tricts were being called for credentials the mem- 
bers of the Ninth District Association, headed by 
a fife and drum corps, marched into the hall with 
@ banner announcing Robert B. Nooney as their 
choice for Mayor. 

Commodore Joseph H. Tooker was selected as 
the permanent Chairman of the convention. 
The Commodore'stroked his long beard, rubbed 
his bald head, dusted his diamond stud with a 
feather, and made an address, in which he said: 
“Tt is not my province to anticipate the course of 
action you may be pleased to take, but my solici- 
tude and zeal prompt me to at least urge upon 
you a constant thought of strength and dignity, 
and to give — to the hope that the re- 
sultiof the probable concrescive conferences may 
meet with the hearty approval of every Demo- 
crat, and be indorsed at the polls by the b ges nee 
in whose best interests we are assembled here 
to-night.” : 

The speech was received with uproarious en- 
thusiasm. Ex-Senator Ecclesine read the report 
of the Committee on Resolttions, the first reso- 
lution being as follows: 

Resolved, That to prevent the Government from 
becoming corrupt and tyrannous its organization and 
methods should be as simple as possible, its func- 
tions be restricted to those necessary to the common 
welfare, and in all its ts it should be kept as close 
to the people and as directly within their control as 
may be. 

Another resolution called for a committee to 
confer with the other organizations. The audi- 
ence demanded a speech, and insisted that ex- 
Senator Ecciesine should deliver it. He spoke 
very briefly, and said that the Irving Hall or- 
ganization should confer with the other Demo- 
eratic factions concerning the selection of a 
good ticket. James E. Rogers, of the Seven- 
teenth District, undertook to deliver a speech 
in behalf of Henry George, and the conven- 
tion was in an uproar of excitement for 
a few minutes. The Commodore called 
for a vote upon the resolutions, and 
they were adopted. In this way Mr. 
Rogers was squeiched. Then a conference 
committee was appointed, which includes 
ex-Judge John Callahan, John C. Brogan, John 
K. Perley, ex-Senator Thomas C. E. Ecclesine, 
ex-Commissioner Nicholas Haughton, Edgar L. 
Ridgway, and Henry W. Genet. Robert B. 
Nooney and Charles G. Cornell were added to the 
number. A recess was then taken, and the com- 
mittee will at once join the general wrangle to 
unite the Democratic factions and get what they 
can in the way of offices for Irving Hall. 


OLD BUT EFFECTIVE. 


SEVERAL CASHIERS SWINDLED BY THE 
‘*CHANGE DODGE.” 

Sharpers are about town again with the 
old “change dodge,” as it is called, and this 
week have played it successfully on the cashiers 
of various stores on Broadway. It is an old 
swindle, but one that can easily be worked by 
an expert who looks like a respectable person 
and who carries with him a bundle, which tends 
to make the innoceat cashier think he is a cus- 


tomer of the house. It is worked in this way: 

The swindler asks very courteously if he can be 
accommodated with change for a five-dollar bill. 
Usually he is given the accommodation and 
the change is pushed out toward him. If it is 
in silver, as it will be fully two-thirds of the 
time, the chance for the swindle is there. The 
cashier is asked to exchange the silver for bills, 
and while he is making this change the cashier 
is also asked to change another five-dollar bill. 
This, if he is very accommodating, he also does 
and takes one five-dollar bill from the swindler, 
who insists that he has already given the 
cashier the bill for the first lot of change. 
The swindler has his $10 in change, the cashier 
has the only $5 which has been handed to him, 
and it is very hard, indeed, for him to prove that 
he hasn’t received the $5 for thefirst lot of 
change he has passed out. A row doesn’t help 
matters any, because the swindler will assume 
an injured innocence air and swear that he has 
passed two five-dollar bills to the cashier. It is 
usually successful, unless there happens to be a 
witness tothe transaction, which the swindler 
manages to prevent, unless that witness is his 
accomplice. 

The trick would seem to be an easy one to de- 
tect, but it is, in point of fact, a hard one to frus- 
trate when a cashier, in the hurry of business, 
once gets tangled upin the making of change. 
The moral to cashiers is: ‘Never make change 
unless you first havethe bill you propose to 
change in your hand or on your desk.’

SATISFIED WITH THE YEAR'S RESULTS. 

The annual meeting of the Directors of 
the [ron Steamboat Company was held at the 
office on Pier No. 1 North River, yesterday, Mr.
